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8 T are perplexed, there is none that ſo galleth with 
reſtleſſe deſp:.;ht , as that infenious ſoꝛe of Jea⸗ 
WAY loufie : Fo: all other gricfes are evther to be ap⸗ 
peaſed with ſenſible perſwaſion , fo be cured with 
* wholeſome counſell, to be relieued in want, oz by 
tract oł time to be wozne out, Jealouũe one lp accepted, whichis 
fauced with luſpitious doubts, and pinching miſtruſt, that who ſo 
ſeeks 
with fuſpeceth that be giueth this aduice fo couer his owne guil- 
tineſle. Pea, who lo is pinched with this reffleffe fozment, doub⸗ 
teth all, diſturbeth vimſeife.is alwaies frozen with feare, 4 fired 
with fulpition, hauing that wherein conſiſteth all his jop, to bee 
the bꝛeeder of his miſery. Nea, it is ſuch an heauy enemy to that 
beaup eſtate of matrimonp, ſowing between the married couples 
ſuch deadly ſeedes ofſecret hatred, as loue being once razed out 
by ſpightfull diſtruſt, there oft enſuethbloody reuenge, as this 
enſuing Hiſtozy manifeſtly pꝛoueth, — Pandoſto (furions 
flp incenſed by a cauſles jealonſie) pꝛocured the death ot his moſt 
louing and lopall wife, and his own endles ſozrow and miſery, 


N the Countrep of Bohemia , there raigned a King called 
I. „ whole koztunate fucceNe in Marres agayntt 
bis Foes, and bounfifull cour teſie towardes his Friends in 
Peace, made him to be greatly feared and loned ot all men. 
This Pandoſto had to wile a Lady called Bellaria, by birth rop* 
all, learned by educafton, faire by nature, by vertucs famous: ſs 


* it was _ fo judge, Gs” ber beauty, loztune, oz bers 
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Y Pongll all the paſſions wherewith humane minds 


by friendly counſell to raʒe out this helliſh paſſion, it fozth« 
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ae, wan the mreatolf commenaations., Theſe tws linked foge- 
ther in perle t lone, 1:2 the lines with ſuch koztunate content, 
tht their duet greatly cepoveed fo ſec their quiet diſpoſttion. 
They had not been teolgng, bat loztane( willing to increaſe 
theic hapainc?c) ent thema sonne, lo adozned with the gifts 
of Nature, as the perkection of the Shild greatly augmented 
the loue of the Harents, and the jop of their Tommons: in ſo 
much that the b hamans, fo ſhew their inward jopes by cut- 
ward ations, made Bone fices and Triumphes fgozowout cli 
the h ingdome, appoynting Tvits and Curinops, lo; the hongur 
of their voung Pꝛince: whether reſozted not onely his Nobles, 
bat. alſo divers Binges and Poinces whicy were his Netgh- 
bours , willing to ſhew their friendſhip they onghf fa Pandoſto, 
and to win lame and gloꝛy by their pꝛoweſle + valour , Pandoſto 
whole minde was kraught with Pꝛincelp liberality, entertained 
the Kings, Pꝛinces, and Noble-men with ſuch lubmiſſe courte⸗ 
fic, and magnificall bounty, that they all ſaw how willing hee 
was to gratifie their good wills, making a generall Feaſt of all 
his Subjects, which continued dy the ſpace of Twentp dapes; 
all which time the Juſtg and Turnepes wore kept, to the great 
content both of the Lo2ds and Ladies there pꝛeſent. This ſas 
lemne Triumph being once ended, the aſſembly faking their 
leane of Pandoito and Bellaria, the pong Son (who was called 
Garinter) was nurſed vp in the hauſe , to the great. jop and con⸗ 
tent ot their Parents. Foꝛtune enuious of ſuch happy ſuc celle, 
willing to thew fone ſigne ot her iuconſtancy, turned her wheele 
ard dar kened their bright Sunne at pꝛoſperito , with the miſty 
Clouds of miſhap and miſery. Foz ſo it happened; that Eglitus 
king of dicilia, who in his pouth had beene brought vp with an- 
doſto, deftrous to thetv, that neither tract of time, oz diſtance of 
place could diminiſh their fozmer kriendſhip, pꝛouided a Pauie 
$fhips; and ſaled into Bolie mia, fo viſite his old fricnd axd com- 
Janzen; who h:aringothigartiuall;went himlcite in perſon and 
his wife Bellat ia, at companied with a great traine of Loꝛds ald 
Ladies to meet =2iitus, &cfpping him, alighted krom his hozſe, 
embꝛaced him very louinglp, pꝛoteſting, that nothing in the 
wozideinld haue happened more acceptable to him tden his cum 
mins; wilhing his wite to welcbme his ald friend and _— 
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fance;who(to fhew how ſhe liked him whom her husband loued) 
entertained him with ſuch familiar coUrtette, as Egiſtus percets 
ted himCſc!fc fo be very well welcame. Akter they had thus ſa⸗ 
Infed and embꝛaced each other, the p mormted againe on Honſe⸗ 
backe, and rode toward the Citty, Tentſing and recountin g, hold 
being childeen, they had paſſed their pouth in friendly paſtimes: 
Where, by the meanes of the Citizens, Egiſtus was reteiued 

with triumphs and ſhowes, in ſuch fort, the thee marvelled vow 
on ſo ſmail a warning they could make ſich pꝛeparation. Pal⸗ 
fax the Strects thus unth ſuch rare fights , thep rode on fo the 


JLalacc: where Pandotto enftertomed Eoiſtr's and his Sycilians 


with luch banqueting and ft; mptuaus chere, ſo ropally, as they 
had ail cauſcforommend his Pꝛincelp liberality: pea, the very 
baſcſt Slaue that was knowne to come from Sicilia, was bled 


with much courteſte, that Egiſtus might eaſily percetue , how 


both he and his were honoured fo2 his friends ſake, Bellaria who 
in her time was the Flowze of Courteſte) willing to thewhow 
bnfainedly (he loucd her husband, by her kriends entertainment 
bſed himlikcwiſe ſo familjarly , that her countenance bewzated 
how her heart was affected toward him: offentimes comming 
her ſeife into his Bed- chamber , fo ſee if nothing ſhould bee a- 
mille to diſnke him. This honeſt amiltarity increaſed daylp 
moꝛe and moꝛo betwirt them: koꝛ Bellaria noting in Egilius a 
Vꝛincely and bountiful mind, adozned with ſundzp F excellent 
quali ties, and Egiſtus finding in her a vertuous # courteous dif- 
yoſttion , there; grew ſuch a fecret vniting of their affections, 
that the one tould not well be Without the company | of the other: 
inſomuch that when Pandoſto was buſied with ſuch vꝛgent afs 
faires, that he could not be pzefent with his friend Egiſtus, Bel- 
aria would walke with him into the Garden, there thep two in 
paincts pleaſant deuices , would paſle away their time to both 
their contents. This cuſfome fill continuing befwirt them, a 
certain? melanrholp paſſion entritig the mind of Pandoſto,dzofe 
him into fund2y and doubtfultfhomghts. Firſt, he called to mind 
the beauty ok his wife Bellaria, the comelineſle and bꝛauerp ot his 
friend Egiſtus, thinking that lone was aboue all L awes, & ther: 
foze to be ſtaied with no Law, that if was hard to put fire 4 flax 


together without — that their open pleaſure might 9 
his 
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his ſecret diſpleaſures. He conſidered with himlelfe that Egiſtus 
was a man, and mult needes loue : that his wife was a woman, 
and therefoze ſubject to loue: and that where fancy fozced, friend» 
ſhip was ol no fozce. Theſe and ſuch lik doubffull thoughts a long 
time ſmothering in his fomacke , began at laſt to kindle in his 
minde a ſecret miſtruſt, which, increaſed by ſuſpition, grewatf 
Laſt to flaming jealouſte, that fo fozmented him, as he could fake 
no reſt. He then began to mealure all their actions, and miſcon- 
{krue of their too pꝛiuate familiaritp, judging that it was not 
foz honeſt affection, but foz diſo2vinate fancy : ſo as he began fo 
watch them moze narrowly , to ſee if bee could get any true oz 
cerfaine pzoofe fo conſirme his doubtfull ſuſpition. While thus 
he noted her lookes and geſtures, and ſuſpected their thoughts x 
meanings, thep two ſilly Soules, who doubted nothing of this 
his treacherous intent, frequented daily each others tompanp: 
which dzaue him into ſuch a kranticke paſſion , that he began to 
bare a ſecret hate to Egiſtus, and alowzing countenance to Bel- 
laria : who maruelling at ſuch vnaccuſtomed frownes, began to 
taſt bepond the Poone, and to enter into a Thouſand ſundzp 
thoughts, which way ſhe ſhould offend her husband: but finding 
in her ſelfe a cleere conſcience, ceaſed to muſe, fill ſuch time as 
Gee might inde appozfiumitp to demaund the cauſe oł his dumps. 
In the meane time Pandoſtos minde was ſo farre charged with 
Jealouſie, that hee no longer doubted, but was aſſured (as hee 
fhaught ) that his friend Egiſtus entred a wꝛong point in his ta⸗ 
bles, and ſa had plaied him falſe play. TUherupon deſirous fo re⸗ 
uenge ſa great an injury, he thought beſt to viNemble the grudge 
with a faire and kriendly countenance: andlo bnder the ſhape of a 
friend, fo ſhew him the fricke of a foe 2 deuiſing withhimſelfe a 
long time how he might belf put awap Egiſtus, without ſuſpiti⸗ 
an of treacherous murther , concluded at laſt to popſon him, 
Which apinion pleaſing his humoz, hee became reſolute in his 
determination, x the better to bzing the matter to paſſe, he called 
to him his Cup⸗bearer, with whom in ſecret he bꝛake the matter: 
pzomiling him ko the pertozmance thereof , to giue him a thou⸗ 
land Trownes of poerly reuenue. His Cup-beacer, either being 
of a good coltfcience , oz willing loꝛ falhions fake to deny ſuch a 
blagdy xequolt, began with great reaſons to perlwade * 
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from his deferminate m:f.hicfe: ſhewing him what an offetice 
murther was to the Gods, how much vnnaturall actions did 
moze diſpleale the heavens, then men: and that cauſtes cruelfy 
did ſeldome oꝛ ncuer cſcape without reuenge: he laid befoze bis 
face that Egiitu was his friend, a Ling, & one that was come 
into his k ingdome, fo confirme a league of perpctuall amitie 
betwirt them, that he had a did ſhew him a moſt friendly coun⸗ 
tenance: how E ais was not onely honozed of his own people 
by obediencc, but alſo loued of the B be mia s fog his cour teſie: 
And that it he now ſhould, without any juſt oz manikeſt caule, 
por ſon him, it would not onelp be a great diſhono2 fo his Pa⸗ 
jeſty, and a meanes to ſhew a perpetuall enmity between p Sy- 
C1114:1% and the Bohemians, bat alſo his owne ſubjects would re⸗ 
pine at ſuch trecherous cruelty. Theſe and ſuch like perlwaſions 
of Fra io (oz ſo was his cupbearer called) could no whit pꝛe⸗ 
uaile to dillwade him krom his diuciliſh enter pꝛilſe: but remai⸗ 
ning reſolute in his determination (his fury ſo fired with rage, 
as it could not be appeaſed with reaſon) he began with bitter 
farnfs fo 'ake vv his man, and to lay betoꝛe him two baits, pze- 
ferment and death: ſaying, that it he would poyſon Egiſtus, he 
would aduance him to high dignities: it hee refuſed to doe it of 
an obſtinate min de, no tozture ſhould bee too great to requite 
his dil bedience. Franiop, ſeeing that to perſwade Pando ſto any 
moꝛe, was but to ſtriue againſt the ſtreame, conſented as ſoone 
as oppoꝛtunity would give him leaue, to diſpatch giſtus: wher⸗ 
with bodo remained ſomewhat ſatisfied, hoping now hee 
thould be fully reuenged of ſuch miſtruſted injuries, intending 
aiſo as ſoone as n s was dead, to give his wife a ſop of the 
lame ſauce, and ſn fo be rid ot thoſe which are p caule of his reſt⸗ 
les ſo2iow : while thus he liued in this hope, Fr 41. 11 being fe- 
cret in his chamber, began to meditate with himſelke in theſe 
tear mes. 
8 ) Franion, treaſon is loued of many, but the traitoʒ hated 
Þ ok all, vnjuſt offences may koz a time cſcape without dan- 
ger, but never withoi. t reuenge. Thou art ſeruant to a king, and 
mi. ſt obey at command pet, ramon, againſt law and conſcience 
it is not good to reſiſt a tyꝛant with ar mes, noꝛ to pleaſe an vn⸗

ERa nion hang muttered out thele oꝛ ſuch like wozds, ſceing 
A 3 he muſt die wiſh a cleare mind, o2 line with a spotted 
conſcience: hee was lo cumbzed with diners cogitations, that 
he could 3 reſt, vntill at laſt he determined to bꝛeake the 

matter to Euritus: but! fearing that the Bing ſhould cither fiil- 
cre 92 Hoare ot ſuch matters, he £onceat cd the deuite till oppoz⸗ 
tunitie would per mit him to reucale it. Lingriney thus in doubt⸗ 
cull fcare. in an Sucninz he went fo Egiſtus lodging, and de⸗ 
ſirous to gegart with hen of certaine alf. ures that touched the 
Bing, alter all were commanded out of the Chamber. ra- 
nion made manikeſt th? whole conſpiracy which Pardeofto had 
dem£d againſt him, deſteing Egiltus nat fo account Hina trai⸗ 
toꝛ koꝛ beloꝛeving his Paſfers count?ll, but to thinke that hee 
did it koz conſcience : hoping that although his Maſter inflamed 
with rage, oz incenſedbp ſome ſiniſter reports, o2 ſaunderous 
ſpecchce, 
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focecyes, had imagined ſuch canfleſſe miſchicke, pet when time 
Gould pacifie his anger, and try thoſe talebearers but flattering 
Paraſifes , then he would count him as a faithfuil Secuant, 
that with ſuch cars had kept his maiſters credit. Egiſtus had 
rot fulip heard Bianion tell foꝛth his Tale, but a quaking feare 
polleiled all his limmes, thinking that there was ſome freafon 
wꝛought, and that lranian did but ſhaddo$y his craft with thele 
kalte colours: wherefoze he hegan fo ware in challer, and fayd, 
that he doubted not Pancloſta, ſith he was his friend, and there 
had neuer as pet been any bꝛeach of amitic ; he had not lought 
to inuade his Lands, to conſpire with his enemies, to diſwade 
his Subjoits from their allegiance: but in wozd and thought 
he reſted his at all times: he knew not therekoze any caule, that 
{30uld moue Pandoſto ta ſeeke his death, but ſuſpected it to bee 
a comparted knauery ok the Bobemians, to bzing the Ring and 
bim at oddes. Franion ſfaping him in the midſt ol his talke, 
told him, That to vally with Pꝛinces was, with the Swannes 
to ſing againſt their death, and that if the Bohemians had in- 
tended any ſuch miſchieke, it might haue been better bꝛought 
fo paſſe, then bp reuealing the conſpiracy : thꝛrekoze his Pa⸗ 
jcffy did ill, to miſconſtrue of his good meaning, fifth his in⸗ 
tent was ts hinder treaſon, not to become a Traptoꝛ: and to 
confirm? his p2amiſcs, if i it pleaſed his Majeſty fs fipe into 
Hycilia, do the ſaleguard ak his like: hee would goe with him: 
and ik then hee kound not ſuch a pzartiſe to bee pꝛetended, let 
his imaginco treachery be repaped with moſt monſtrous to: 
inciifs. altas hearing the folemne pꝛoteſtations of kranion, 
begaune to confider , that ein Loue and Eingdomes 5 neither 
Zath noz Law is to be reſpected: donbting that Pandoito 
ti;onght by his drath to delkroy his Pen, and with ſpeedie 
Aalre fo invade Spcilig. Thele and ſuch doubts thꝛoughlyv 
weird, hee gaue great thankes to Framon, pꝛomiſing, if 
hes might with iife returne to Svracuta, that hee would create 
him a Duke in Fycilia: crauing bis council how he might 
eſcave out of the Countrey., tranion, wha hang ſome [mall 
skill in j2auigation, was well acquainted with the Ports and 


Hausns, and knew every danger in the Sea, jopning in coun⸗ 


fell with the Maiſter of Egiſtus Navy, rigged all their ſhips, 
B 2 and 
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and ſeffing them alloat, let them lie af anchoz, to be in the moꝛe 
readineſſe, when time and wind ſhoulo ſerue. Foztune, alth zus h 
blind, pet by chance, fauouring this jult cauſe, lent them within 
ſix dapes a good gale of wind: which ramon fecing fit foꝛ their 
purpoſe, fo put V andoſto out of ſuſpition, the night befoꝛe they 
ould ſaplc, he went to him and pꝛomiled, that the next day he 
would put the deurſe in pꝛactiſe; foz he had got ſuch a koꝛcible 
popſon, as the very ſmell thereot would pꝛocure ſudden death. 
Pandoſto was joyfull to heare this good newes, thought euer p 
houre a dap, till he might be glutted with bloudy reucnge ; but 
his ſuit had but ill ſucceſſe: fo2 f. giſtus kearing that delay might 
b2zced danger, and willing that the grafſe ſhould not be cut from 
binder his feet, taking bag and baggage, by the helpe of ramon 
conueped himſeike, and his men out at the Foſterne gate of the 
Cittp, fo ſecretly, and ſpeedily, that without auy ſuſpiton they 
got to the Sea ſhoꝛe: where, with many a bitter curſe, taking 
their leaue of Bohemia, they went aboozd, weighing their An⸗ 
choꝛs, and hoiſting fallt. they paſſed as faſt as wind # Sca would 
permit towards Sy cilia: Egiſtus being a iopfull man that he had 
ſakelp paſſed ſuch treatherous perils. Wut as they were guicts 
lp floating on the ſea, 2andoito and his Citizens were in an vp⸗ 
roze: fo ſeeing that the 5ycilians without taking their leaue 
were fled awap by night, the 3: hemians feared ſome treaſon, 
and the King thought that without queſtion his ſuſpition was 
true, ſeeing the Tup⸗ bear er had bewzaped the ſum of his lecret 
pꝛetence. TUherevpon he began to imagine that vranion and his 
wile Bellaria had conſpired with Egiltus, and that the feruent 
affcction ſhe bare him, was the oncip meanc of his ſecret depar⸗ 
ture, inſomuch, that incenſed with rage, he commaunded that 
his wife ſhoulo be carried ſtraight to pꝛiſon, bntill they heard 
further of his pleaſurc. The Euaids vnwilling to lay their 
hands on ſuch a vertuons J52mncefle, and pct tearing the Pings 
fury, went very ſozrowtullp fo fulfill their charge: co:aming 
fo the Queenes Lodging, they tount her playing with her 
young Sonne Gar inte onto whom with teures doing their meſ⸗ 
ſage, Bellaria aſtoniſhed at fach a hard cenſute, and finding 
her cleare conſcience a ſure «duocate to plead in her cauſe, 
went to the Pꝛiſon moſt willingly :; where with ſighes and 


, teates 
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teares ſhe paſt away the time, till ſhe might come to her tryail, 
Eut Pandc ſte, whole reaſon was ſnppꝛeſſed with rage, and 
whoſc vnbꝛidled Folly was incenſed with fury, feeing Franion 
had bew2aped hes ſcccts, and that Egiſtus might well be railed 
on, but not rercnged: de ter mined fo wꝛeake all his wzath on 
pooze Bellaria. He therefoze tauſed a generall pꝛotlamation to 
be made thꝛough all his Kealme, that the Queene and Egiſtus 
had by the helpe of | ranion, not onely committed moſt inceſtu⸗ 


ous aduifery, bit alſo had conſpired the Kings death: where⸗ 
bpon the traitoꝛ | ranior, was fled away with Egiſtus, Bellaria 


was moſt juſtly impꝛiſoned. This Pꝛoclamation being once 
blazed th:orgh the country, although the ber tuous diſpoſifion 
of the Qucene did halke diſcredit the contents, pet fo luddaine 
and ſperdy meſſage of Eg:{tn:, x the ſecref departure of t ran ion 
induced them (the cirtumſtances thzovghly conſidered) to think 
that both the Yzoclamation was true, and the Ling greatly en⸗ 
uied: pet they pittied her caſe, as ſozrowtull that lo good a La- 
dy ſhould be croſſed with fuch aduerſe Foztune. But the King, 
whoſe reſtleſſe rage would admit no piffp , though that al⸗ 
though he might lufficiently requite his wines falſhood with 
the bi tier plague of pinching penuric, pet his min de ſhould ns: 
ue. be glutted with revenge, till he might haue a fit time and ops 
pozfunity to repay the treachery of Egiſt us, with a fatall injury, 
Eut a curſt Cow hath often-times ſhozt hoznes, and a willing 
mind biit a weake arme. Foz bandoſto, àithough he felt that re⸗ 
uenge was a ſpurre fo warre, and that enup alwapes pzoffercth 
ſteele, yet he ſaw, that Egiſtus was not onely of great puiſſance 
and pꝛowoſte to withſtand him, but had alſo many Kings of 
his alliance fo apd him, if need ſhould ſerue: fo2 he married the 
Empe ours daughter of }\u1s1a, Theſe and the like conũdera⸗ 
tions ſomething daunted Pandoſto his courage, ſo that he was 
content rather to put vp a manikeſt injury with peace, then 
hunt after reuenge, diſhonour and loſle: deter mining, fince E- 
giſtus had eſcaped ſcot-free, that Beilaria ſhould pay foz all at an 
vnreaſonable parce. 

1 emapning thus reſolute in his determination, Bellaria 
continuing ſtill in E ziſon, and hearing the contents of the 1 ꝛ0⸗ 
clamation, knowing that her minde was ner er toushed = 
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ch akegien, naꝛ that Egiſtus had euer offered hor ſuch diſcour⸗ 
teſte, would gladly haue come fo her anſwer, that hath the migh: 
haue knowne her juſt accuſers, and cleercd her lclte of that guilt⸗ 
GE clime. 

Wut Dandoſto was fo enflamed Vith rage, and infected with 
Jelouſe, as he wauld not vouchlake fo heare her, no2 admit ans» 
uk crcuſe: ſa that (Geo was kayne to make a ver tue ot her need, 
and with patience ta heare theſe heauy injuries As thus thee 
lap croſſed with calamittes (a great cauſe to increaſe her griefe | 
Wee formd her ſelke quicke with child: which as ſoone as the kelk 
Ticmher body, ſh:e burft koꝛth into bitter teares, exclapming 
agamit Foꝛtune in thelc termos. 


, Las, Bellaria, how info2tunafe art thou, becauſe fo2funate! 
Vetter thou hadſt been boꝛne a Beggar then a JIance,fy 
ſhouldeſt thou haue bꝛidled Foꝛtune with want, where now ſhee 
ſpozfeth her ſeite with thy plenty. Ah happie lite, where pooz?

Chou art a 
Pancefle, Bellaria, and pet a pꝛilonor: bozuc to the one by bes 
(cent, alligned to the other by delpight: accuſed without cane, 
and therekoꝛe oughteſt to die with hit care: foꝛ patience is a cqhield 
againſt Foztine, and a giilltieſic mana peeldeth nat to ſozrow. 
Ah, but inkamp galleth vnto death, and liueth akter death: Uo - 
pozk is plumed with Times Feathers, and Enup olten⸗times 
foundeth Fames Trumpet: the luſpeced avultery ſhall five 
in the Ayꝛe, and thy knowne vecrties fall lpe hid in the Garth : 
one Moale ffapneth a whole Face; and what is once lpotted 
with Inkamp, can hardlp be wozne aut with Time. Ope then, 
Bellaria, Bellaria dpe, foz it the gods ſhould ſap, thou art —

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teſſe, pet Cuup would heare the gods, but neuer belieue the 
gods. Ah, haplefic waeteh, ccaſe theſe Termes: Deſperate 
thoughts arc fit to: them that lr are ſhame, not foꝛ fuch as hope 
lo: crodit. Pandoſto hath varkned thy kame, but hall neuer dif- 
credit thy Ugrtics. Sufmtion map enter a fail; Action, bat 
pꝛoofe ſhall neuer put in his lea. Care not then koꝛ Enup ſith 
Report hath a bliſter on her Tongue: ans let ſoꝛrow bite them 
which oſtend, not touch ther that art kaultielle. But alas, pooꝛe 
Soule, hob canſt thou but ſoꝛroſw: Thou art with Child, and 
by him, that inſtead of kind pitty, pinch ih thee in cold Pꝛiſon. 
Ind with that, ſuch galping fighes Topping her bꝛeath that ſhe 
could not vttcr any moze wozos, but wzinging her Hands, and 
gliſhing fo2th ſtreames of teares, the pailed away the time with 
bitter complaints. 


Me Japloz pittping thoſe her heaup paſſions, thinking that 

ik the Bing knew ſhe were with Child, he would fomwhat 
appeaſe his fury, and reieale her krom pꝛiſon, went in all haſt, x 
certified Pandoſto what the effect of 5cllaria's complapnt was: 
who no ſooner heard the Japloz lay ſhe was with Child, but as 
Inc poſſeſſed with a phꝛen die, he roſe vp in a rage, wearing that 
che, anv the baſtard bꝛat lie was withall, {ould die, if the gods 
the miclues laid no: thinking furely by computation of time, 
that Egiſlus, enot he, was Father to the Child. This ſulpifious 
thought galled akreſh his halfe⸗healed Soze, in ſa much as hee 
could take no reſt, vntill he might mittigate his choler with a 
juſt reuenge, which happened pzctently akter. Bellaria was 
bꝛought ts bed of a faire and beautifull Daughter, which no ſoa⸗ 
ner Pando ito heard, but he determined that both Bellaria and the 
poung ankant should be burnt with fire, Mis Pobles, hearing 
of the Kings cruell lentence, ſought by perlwaſtons fo diuert 
him krom his bloudy determination : ſaping befoze his face, the 
innocencyv of the Child, and vertuous diſpoſition of his wife how 
che had cominually loued and honoured him ſo tenderlp, that 
without due pzoofe he could not, noꝛ ought not to appeach her of 
that crime: and ik ſhee had kaulted, yet it were moꝛe honoꝛable 
to pardon with mercy,then to puniſh with extreamity, and moze 
Uinglp⸗ to be commended of pitty, then to diſcredit her. And 
| as 
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as fo the Child, if he would puniſh it koꝛ the mothers offen! e, it 
were to ſtriue againſt nat are and juſtice; and that vnnatur alt 
amons doc mo2c offend the gods, then men: how cauſleſſe cru⸗ 
eltp, no2 innocent blood never eſcapes without rei enge. Theſe 
and ſuch like reaſons could not appeaſe his rage, b. t he reſted 
reſolute in this, that Bella i being an Avvitceſſe, the chil was 
a baſtard, and he would not ſuffer that lch an inkamous Waat 
ould call him Father. Pet at laſt (ſecing his noble men were 
impoz tate vpon him) he was content fo ſpare the childs life, 
and pct fo put it to a wozle death. #oz he found out this deuice, 
that ſeeing ( as hee thought) it came by Foꝛtime, ſo hee would 
comm:tit 10 the charge ol Foꝛtune, and therloze he ca led a little 
cock⸗boate to be pꝛouid ed, whe ein he meant to put the babe, and 
then lend it to the meccies of the ſeas and the deſtinies, From 
this his Pecres in no w ſe could pei ſwade him, bat that he ſent. 
pꝛeſently t vo of his Cuard to fetch the Child: wha being come 
to the Pꝛiſon, and with weeping teares recoimting their a⸗ 
ſcers meſlage. B. llar ia no ſooner heard the rigoꝛous r eſolutidn 
of her mercileſte husband, but ſhee fell doune in a wound, fo 
that all thaught he had been dead: pct at laſt being come to her 
ſclfe, the cryeo and ſcreeked out in this wile. 


Las, (wect infoztunate Babe, ſcarce bozne befoze emed 
by koꝛtunate, would the day of thy bir th had been p terme 
of my life : then ſhouldeſt thou haue made en end to care, and 
pꝛeuented thy Fathers rigour. Thy kaults cannot pet deſerue 
ſich hatefuil rer enge, thy daves arc too ſhozt foz fo ſharpe a 
doome : but thy vntimely death muft pay thy Mothecs debts, 
and her guiltieſſe crime muſt bee thy "thy curſc. And ſhalt 
chou, fweet Babe, be committed to Foztune, when thou art al-

ſuccour thee, Thus, ſince thou muſt goe fo ſurge in the gafffull 
Seas, with a ſozrowfull kiſſe J bid thee farewell, and J pzay 
the aods thou maiſt fare well, Such and ſo great was her grieke 
that her vitail Spirits being ſuppꝛeſt with ſazrow , thee fell 
againe downe in a trance, hautng her ſences ſo ſpotted with 
care, that affcr ſhe was reuiucd, vet ſhe loſt her memozte, and 
lay £02 a great time without mouing, as one in a trance. The 
Cuars lctt her in this perplexiftp , and car cied the Child fo the 
Bing: who quite deuopd of pitty, commanded that without de: 
lap it ſhould be put into the Woat, hauing neither Saile noz 
Adder to guide it, and ſo to be carried into the midſt ofthe Sea, 
and there lekt to the wind and the waues, as the Deſtinies pleaſe 
to appoint.

Bellaria (who ffanding like a pꝛiſoner at the Barre, and feeling 
in her ſelfe a cleere conſcience to withſtand her kalle accuſers) 
leeing no leſle then death could pacifie her Husbands wzath, 
wared bold, and deſired that the might haue Law and 1 :

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(toꝛ mercy ſhe neither craued noꝛ hoped) and that fhofe perju- 
red wzefch2s, which had falſely accuſed her fo the ing , might 
be bzought befoze her face fo giue in euidence. andoſto { whoſe 
rage and jcalonſte was ſuch , as no reaſon noꝛ equity could ap- 
peaſe ) fold her, that foz her accuſers, they were of ſuch credit, 
as th ir wozis were ſufficient witneſſe, and that the lodaine and 
ſecret flight of Egiſtu and Franion confirmed that which they 
had confellen; and as faz her, it was her part ta donp ſuch a 
monſtrous crime, and ts be impudent in koztcwearing the fact. 
ſince ſhe had paged all ſhame in comm:tting the kauit: but her 
countenance ſhauld Tand fo2 na coync: koꝛ as the baſtard which 
ſhce bare was {:rucd, ſo ſhce ſhould with ſome ctuell death bee 
requited. Bellaria no whit diſ:natd, with this rough revip, told 
her Husband pandolto, that hec ſpake vpon choller, and not 
conſcience: fo2 her vertuous life had cuer beene ſach, as no 
ſpot of ſuſpition could ever ſtaine it. And il thee had boꝛne a 
friendly countenance to Egiſtus, it was in relgeit he was his 
fricnd, and not foz any luſting aſfection: thereloꝛe if ſhec were 
condemned without any further pꝛooke it was rigour and not 
Law. The Noblc-mca which late in Judgement, laid that 
Bellaria ſpake reaſon , andinfreafed the Bing that her accuſere

Ohe Poblemen ſeeing tho Ling in choller, 
were all whiſt, but Bellaria, whoſe life hung in the ballance, 
fearing moze perp. full inkamp, then momentan death, told 
the ing, it his lurp might ſtand foz a Law, that it were vaing 
fo haue the Jury yceld their verdict, a there vpon tHe ſell downe 
vpon her knees, and deſired the ing, that koꝛ the loue he bare 
to his pong Sonne ar ter, whom the bꝛought into the wozid 
that he would grant her a requeſt, the which was this, thatit 
would pleaſe his Pajeſtp to ſend fire ol his oble⸗men whom 
he 
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he beit truſted to the;3fle of Delphos, theres fo inquire of the 
Ozacle ot ipoilo, whether ſhe had committed adultery with 
Egiſtus, 02 conſpired fo papſon him with Franion: and ik the 
god Apoll who by his diuine effence knowes all ſecrets, gaue 
anſwer that ſhe was guilty, the was contenut to ſuffer any toꝛ⸗ 
ment, were it neuer ſo terrible. The requeſt was lo reaſona⸗ 
ble that Pandiceſts: could not fo2 ſhame denp it, vnleſſe he would 
bee counted ok all his Subjects moze wilkull then wiſe. Hee 
cherekoze agreed, that with as good ſpeed as might bee, there 
ould be cectaine Ambaadozs diſpatcht to the Ille of Dolphos: 
and in the means ſcaſon he commanded that his wife ſhould bee 
kept in cioſe Paiſon, Beliaria hauing obtained this grant, was 
now moꝛc carefuli ok her little Babe that floated on the Seas, 
then loꝛrowkull foz her owne miſhap: fo of that hee doubted; 
but of her ſcife ſhes was aſlured: knowing that if Apollo ſhould 
giue ſentence accozding to the thoughts of her heart, pet the 
ſentence ſhould gos on her fide, ſuch was the cleereneſſe of her 
mind in this cafe. But Pandofto (whoſe ſuſpicious head ſtill 
remained in one ſeng) chaſe out fir ot his Nobility, whom her 
knew were ſcarce indifferent men in the Nuecnes behalfe, and 


pꝛouiding all things fit foʒ their journev, ſent them to Delphos. 


Zhep willing to kuifill the Kings commaund, and deſirous to 
ſee the ſttuation and cuſlame at the Iſland, diſpatched their at: 
faires with as much ſpeed as might bee, and embarked them⸗ 
ſolucs fo the vopage, which, (the wind and weather leruing 
fit fo2 their pix pole) was ſaone ended. Foz within thꝛer weeks 
thop arrtucd at !\--:phoz 2 where they were no ſooner ſet on 
Land, but with great deuotion they went to the Temple of A- 
polio, and there offering ſacrafice vnfo the god, and gikts to 
the Pꝛieſt, as the cuſtome was, they humbly craued an anſwer 
ol their demaund. They had not long kneeled at the Altar, but 
Apollo with a loud voice ſapd ; 13oh-m12ns what pee finds be⸗ 
hinde the tar, fake, and dopart. They koꝛthwith obeped the 
DOꝛaclo, found a fcrowie of Parchment, wherein were witten 
thele wozds in Letters of Gold. 
he Ozacle, 

Suſpition is 37 preofe : Iealouſie is an vnequall Iudge: Bel- 
laria is chaſte : Egiſtus blameicfle : Franion a true Subject: 
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Pardoſto treacherous, his Babe innocent, and the King i;all die 
Wirhout an heire, it that which is loſt be not found. 


S ſoone as they had taken out this Scrowle, the Pꝛieſt of 
25 the god commanded them, that they ſhould not pꝛeſume to 
read it, befoze they came to the pꝛeſence of Pandolte, vnloſte 
they would incurre the diſpleaſure of Apollo. The Bohemian 
2 ozdes carefully obeying his command, faking their leare of 
the Pꝛieſt, with great reverence departed out of the Zemple 
and went to their Ships: and as ſoone as Wind would permit 
them, ſapled towards Bohemia, where in ſhoꝛt time they ſafely 
arrived, and with great Triumph 1iffting out of their Ships, 
went to the Kings Palace, whom they found in his Chamber 
accompanted with other Noble-mcn. Pandoſto no ſooner ſaw 
them, but with a merry countenance he welcomed them home, 
asking what newcs : They fold his Majcſty, that thep had res 
ceiued anſwere of the god witten in a Scrowle : but with this 
charge, that they ſhould not reade he contents betoꝛe they came 
in the pꝛeſence of the Bing: and with that they deliuered him 
the Parchment. But his Nobie-men intreated him, that ſth 


therein were contained either the lakety of his Miles lie and 


honeffic, oz her death, o2 perpetuali inkamp; that hee would 
haue his Nobles and Commons allembled in the zudgement 
Hall, where the uccne, bꝛought in as a pꝛiſonoer, ihonlo heare 
the contents: If thee were kound griity by the Oꝛacle of the god,. 
then all ſhould haue cauſe to thinke his rigoar pꝛoceeded of duc de⸗ 
ſert; ikher Grace were found faulticife, then thee {yottis be clee- 
red befo2e all, ith ſhe had beene acciiled openly. This p:caicd the 
Bing, fo that he appopnted the dap, and altembley all the Lozds 
and Commons, and cauſed the Qucene to be bꝛeught in befoze 
the Judgement Scat, commanding that the Juoge ment ſhould 
bee read: wherein ſhee was accuſed of Aviiitory with Linus, and 
ot conſpiracy with ranion. Bellaria hearing the contents, was 


no whit aſtoniched, but made this cheeretull ankiwcy, 

5 the dine powers bee pꝛiuie fo humane Actions, (as ng 
doubt they are) J hope my patience Hall male to2tune biuſh, 

and my vuſpotted hie thall ffapne ſpitekull diſcredit, Foz al- 
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thorgh lying repoꝛt hath ſought to appeach mine honour, and 
ſuſpition hath intended foſople credit with inkamie: pet where 
vertue kecpeth the Fozt, repozt and ſuſpition map allaile, 
but neuer lacke. Bow J haue led mp life befoze Egiſtus 
comming, J appeale (Pandoſto) fo the gods and to thy cone 
ſcience. That bath palled betweene him and me, the gods 
onelp know, and J hope will pzcſenfly reueale. That J los 
ued Egiſtus, J cannot denp, that J honoured him, 3 ſhame 
not fo conkeſſe. To the one J was kozcod by his vertue; to 
the other fo; his dignities. But as fouching laſcimous luſt, 3 
ſap, Egiſtus is honeſt, and hope my ſelke to be found without 
ſpot. Foz Franion, J can neither accuſe him noz ercuſe him: 
A was not pziup to his departure: And that this is true 
which J haue heere rehearſed, J referce my leife vnto the diuine 


Osaäcle. 


Ellaria had no ſooner ſayd, but the Bing commanded that 
one ofthe Dukes ſhould read the contents ol the Scrowle, 
which alter the Tommons had heard, they gaue a great ſhoute, 
reiopcing and clapping their hands that the Queene was cleare 
gf that ſalſe accuſation. But the Bing, whoſe conſcience was a 
witneſſe againſt him of his witleſſe fury, and kalle ſuſpeged 
Icalouſte, was lo aſhamed of his ralh foily, that hee intreated 
bis Nobics fo perfvave gclaria to fozgiue and fozget theſe in⸗ 
juries, pꝛomiſing rot only to ſhew himſeike a lopall and louing 
{tisvand, but alfo fo reconcile himſelfe to Egiſtus and Franion: 
revealing then befoze them all the cauſe of their ſecret flight, 
aud h:w freachcroufly he thought to haue pꝛactiſed his death, if 
the good minde of his Cup⸗bearer had not pꝛeuented his pur⸗ 
pole. As thus he was relating the whsis matter, there was 
wo2d bꝛought him, that his poung Sonne Garinter was ſo⸗ 
dapnely dead: which newes ſo ſoone as Bellaria heard, lurchar⸗ 
ged befoze with extreame jop, and now fuppzeſſed with heaup 
ſozrow, ber vitail ſpirits were ſtopped, that ſhe fell downe 
pꝛeſently dead, and could neuer be reuiued. This ludden ſight 
lo appalled the Kings ſences, that he ſunke from his Seat in a 
ſwaund, ſo as he was faine to be careied by his Nobles fo his 
Palace, where he lap by the ſpace of thzce dates without ſpeech, 
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Nis Commons w:rc as men in deſpaire, fo diuerũp deſtreded, 

there was nothing but mourning and lamentation to bee heard 
theoughout all Bohemia: their poung Prince dead, their ver- 
kuoug Auecne bereaued ok her like, and their Ring and Sone⸗ 
raigne in great ha ard: this tragicall diſcour ſe of Foꝛtune ſo 
daunted them, as they went like ſhado weg, not men: pet ſomes 

What to comfozt their heaup hearts, they heard that andoſto 
was come to himſelfe, and had recouerod his ſpeech: who, as in 
fury, bꝛaped thelc bitter ſpeeches. 


Miſerable Pandoito ! what lurer witnes then — J

but periſi that wanted a S Shcphcard: wiſhing that if hee would 
not liue foꝛ hunſelfe , vet her ſhould hau a care et his Dubjens, 
and ta put ſuc h fancics out of his mino , (ith in ſo2es paſt helpe, 
ſalue doe not healc , but hurt: and in things paſt cure, care is 
a coʒroſiue. With theſe and ſuch like perl waſions, the king was 
ouercome , and began ſome what fa quiet his minde : ſo that ſo 
ſoone as he could goe @bzoad, he cauſed his wife to be imbalmed, 
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and wꝛapt in Lead, with her young Sonne Gar imer: ereqting 7 
rich and famous Sepulchꝛe, wherein hee intombed them both, 
making ſuch ſolemne oblequies at her Funerall, as all 56he- 
mis might perceiue he did greatly repent him of his fozc-paſſed 
folly: cauſing this Epitaph to bee ingrauen on her Tombe, in 
Ketters of Gold.

Flocke, he heard a Child cry: but knowing there was no houſe 
neere, he thought he had miſtaken the ſound, and that it was ths 
bleating ok his Sheepe. Therefore looking moꝛc iiarcowly, ax 
be caſt his epe to the Sea, he eſpied a little Boat, from whence 
(as he attentivcly liſtned) he might heare a cry to come. Stan 
ding a a good while in a maze, at laſt he went to the lhoꝛe and wa 
ding to the Boat, as he looked in, he law alittle Babe lving all 
Alone, readp to die to; hunger and cold, w2appedin a Hantle of 
Scarlet, richly . 7 ri with Gold, and naning a Chainc 
about her necke. The Shcpheard, who be koꝛe had neuer ſcene 
Co faire a Babe, no ſo rich Jewels, thought aTurcdly that it was 
ſome little god, and began with great devotion to knocke on his 
bꝛeaſt. The Babe, who w2ithed with the Head to ſeeac foz the 
Pap, began againe to cry afreſh : whereby the pooꝛe man knew 
that it was a Child, which bp ſome ſiniſter meanes was dꝛiuen 
thither by diſtrelle of weather: maruclling how ſuch a ſilly 
Inkant, which by the mantle r the chaine couid not but bc bozne 
of Noble parenfage , ſhould bee ſo hardly croſſed with deadly 
miſhap. The pooze Shepheard perplexed thus with diners 
thoughts, tooke pitty ofthe Child, and determined with himſclfe 
fo carrp it fo the Bing that there it might be brought vp, accoꝛ⸗ 
ding fo the wozthineſſe of its birth: koꝛ his ability could not 
affozd to foſter it, though his minde was willing to kurther it. 
Taking thercfoze the Child in his armes, he folded the 9antle 
together, the better to defend it from the cold, there kell downs af 
his foot a berp faire and rich purle, wherein he found a great ſum 
of Gold: which ſight ſo rcuiued the Shepheards ſpirits , as hee 
was greatly rauiſſed with jop, + daunted with keare: jopfuli to 
ſee ſuch a ſum in his power; fearcfall ifif ſhould be knowne, that 
it might bꝛeed his further danger. Necellity wiſht him at the 
leaſt to retaine the gold, though he would not keepe the child: 
the ſimplicity of his conſcience feared him from uch deceitkull 
buberp . Thus was the pooꝛe man perplexed with a doubffull 
Dilemma, vntill at laſt the couetouſneſſe of the copne — 
m $ 
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him: koz what will not the greedp deſire of gold cauſe a man fo 
doe? So that he was reſolued in himlelte fo koſter the child, and 
Laith the lumme fo relet'e his want. Neſting thus reſolute in 
this pont, he lcft ſeeking his ſhecpe, and as ccur1 tly, and ſecrets 
ly as hee could, went a by⸗ Wap to his Boule, lealf any ef his 
Heigbbours ould perceiue his carriage. As Toone as he was 
got home, entring in at the dooze, the child began to cry, which 
his wife hearing, and ſeeing her husband with a poung babe in 
his armes, began to bcſomewhat jealous: yet maruelling that 
hor husband would be ſo wanton abzoad, ſith hee was ſo quiet 
at home. But as women are naturally giuen fo beleeue the 
Woz r, l. his wife thinking it was ſome baſtard, began to crow 
agati!ft her good man, and taking vp a cudgell {foz the moſt ma- 
ſter went bꝛeechleſſe) ſware ſolemnelp, that fee would make 
Clubs frump, ił he bzought anp baſtar bzat within her doozes, 
The good ⸗man ſceing his wife in her Majzeſtp , with her mace 
in her hand , thought it was time to bow, fox keare of blowes, 
and deuted her to be quiet, koʒ there was no ſuch matter: but 
if ſhe could hold her peace, they were made fo2 euer. And with 
that he told her the whole matter: how hee had found the child 
in a littie Boat, without anp ſuccour, w2apped in that coſtlp 
%antle, and hauing that rich chaine about her necke: but at laff 
when he ſhewed her the purſe full of gold, ſher began to ſimper 
e ng [wectly . And faking her hus band about his necke, 
kided hum akter her homelp kaſhiau: ſaying that ſhe hoped, God 
had ſeenotheir went, and now meant ts relieve their pouer ty, 
and {reins thep could get no Childꝛen, had ſent them this little 
babe to be their Hire. Take heevin any cafe (layth the ſhephe⸗ 
ars) that paubeſecrxet, and blab it not out when pou meete 
with pour oflips, Foz it pou doe, we ace not like not oneipto 
iofe the Sold and Jewels, but cur other gaods and liues. 
Tuch 0 zuoth his wife) p2ofit is a good hatch betc2e thee dooꝛe: 
Fearc not, J have other things to talke of , then this, but J 
pꝛãp cu let vs lay bp the money ſurely , and the Jewels, lealk 
by anp miſhap it be "foied. After that they has et all things in 
oder, the Shepheard went to his ſhecpe with a merry note, and 
the good wife learned to ſing Lullabie at home with her poung 
babe, wꝛapped it in a homelp blanket, inſtead ofa rich manile, 
D nouriſhing 
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nouriſhing if fo cleanlp and carefully, as it began to bee à ollie 
Girle: inſomuch that they began both of them to bee verp fond 
of it, and as it waxed in age, ſo it increaſed in Beautp. The 
Shepheard euerp night at his comming home,, would ſing and 
dauncc it on his knee, and pꝛattie, that in ſhoꝛzt time it began to 
ſpcake, and call him Dadde, and her Mam. At laſt, when it 
grew to riper peares, that it was about ſeauen pcares old, the 
Shepheard lekt keeping of other mens ſheepe, and with the mo⸗ 
ney hee found in the purſe, hee bought him the Leaſe ofa pꝛettp 
arme, and got a ſmall flocke of Shecpe: which when barg nia 
(fo2 ſo they named the child) came to the age of ten peares, he ſet 
her to keepe ſheepe, and ſhee with ſuch diligence perkozmed her 
charge, as the ſheepe pꝛoſpered mar uelloully bnder her hand. 
rana thought Porrus had beene her Father, and Mopfa her 
mother ( foz ſo was the ſhephcard# his wife called } and honou⸗ 
red and obeped them with ſuch reuerence, that all the Netigh- 


bours pꝛaiſed the dutifull obedience of the Child. Porrus grew 


in ſhoꝛt time to be a man of ſome wealth and credit. Foy Foz 
tune ſo fauoured him, in hauing no charge but Fawnia, that 
hee began fe. purchaſe Land, intending akter his death to giur 
it to his Daughter: So that diuers rich Farmours Sonnes 
came as woocrs to his heuſe. Foz Fawnia was ſomething cleans 
Ip atfired, being of ſuch ſingular beauty, and excellent wif, that 
who ſo ſaw her, w3uld hauc thought ſhee Had beene ſome heauen⸗ 
w Npmph , and not a mozfall Creature. In ſo much that 
when Hce came to the age of Sirtcene prares, fi:cs fo increaled 
with exqueſite perfection both of Body and minde, as her na⸗ 
turall diſpoſition did bewzay that the was bozne of ſome high va⸗ 
rentage. But the people thinking ſhe was the daughter to the 
Shepheard Porrus, reſted onelp amazed at her beauty and wit. 
Pea, thee won luch kauour and commendations in cugry mans 
epe, as her beauty was not onelp pꝛayled in the Tountcev, but 


alla ſpoken ot in the Court. pet ſuch was her ſubmiſſe mode⸗ 


tp, that althaugh her pzavſe daylp increaſed, her minde was 
no whit pufed vp with pꝛide, but humbled her ſelfe ag became 
a country mapd, and the daughter of a pooꝛe Shepheard, Euerp 
dap ſhe wont fozth with her ſheepe to the field: keeping them with 
fuch care and diligence, as all men thought thee was verp _ 
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kull, defending her kate from the heat of the Sunne with no 0- 
ther vaile, but with a Garland made of Boughes and Flowers, 
Which attire became her ſo gallantly, as thee ſceme? to bec the 


goddeſſe Flor her Ccife foꝛ beautp. Foztune who all this while 


had ſhewed a friendly face, began now fo turne her backe, and 
to ſhew a lowzing countenance: intending as ſhee had giuen 
Fawr1a a ſlender Checke, fo ſhe would giue her a harder Pate. 
To bing which to palle, ſhee lapd her frapne on this wile : Egi⸗ 
ſt s had but one onely Sonne called Doraſtus about the age of 
Twenty peares: a Pꝛince fa decked and adoꝛned with the gitts 
of Pature, ſo fraught with beauty and vertuous qualifies, as 
not oncly his Father joped to haue ſo good a Son but his Com- 
mons rejoyced that God had ſent them ſo noble a pꝛince to ſuc⸗ 
ccedin the Uingdome. Egiſtus, placing all his joy in the perfec- 
tion ot his ſonne ( ſecing that he was now marriageable )lenf Em⸗ 
baſſadeurs to the Bing of Denmarke, to intreat a marriage be- 
kweene him and his daughter. Who willingly conſenting, made 
anſwer, that the next ſpꝛing, it it pleaſed Egiſtus with his Son 
to come into Heumacbe, hee doubted not, but they ſhould agree 
bpon reaſon:.ble condit ons. Egiſtus reſting ſatisfied with this 
kriendly anlwer, thought conuenient in the meane time to bzcake 
it vnto his Sonne. Finding therckoze on a dap fit oppozturaty, 
he ſpake to him in theſ: katherly termes. 


Oraſtus, thy pouth warneth me to pꝛeuent the woꝛſt, and 
mine agc to pꝛonuide the beſt. Oppoꝛtunities neglectod are 
ſtgnes of tsp ; Actions meaſured by time, arc ſeldome bitten 
with reventancc. Thou art young, and old: fac hath taught 
me that, which tiz- youth cannot conceiuc. 
therckoꝛe will counſeil thee as a Father, hoping thou wilt 
obep as a chi/de. Thou ſceſi, mv white haires are blaſomes foz 
thc rate: and thy kreſh colours, Fruit fo2 time and Foꝛtune 
ſo that it behooueth mee, to thinke how to dye: and foz thee, tr; 
care how to liue. Pp Crowne J milf lcauc by death, and 
thou enjoy my Lingdome bp ſucceſion, TAherein, J hope, thy 
Uertve and Pꝛowelle ſhail bee ſuch, as though mp Subjects 
want my perſon, pet thail ſee in thee my perfection. That 
D 2 nothing 
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nothing either may failc to ſatisflc thy mind, oz increafe thy 
dignities: the onelp care 3 have, is to ſee thee well married 
befoꝛe J die, and thou become old. | 

Lorattiis (who from his infancy, delighted rather to die with 
Mars in the Field, then to dally with Venus in the Chamber) 
fearing to diſpleaſc his Father, and yet not willing to be wes, 
made him this reuerend anſwer, 


Ar, there is no greater Bond then dutp, noꝛ no ſtricter Lab 
tben Nature : diſobedicnce in pouth, is olten galled with de 
fpight in age. The command of the Father ought to be a con 
ſtraint to the Child: ſo Parents wills are Lawes, ſo they paſſe 
not all Lawes. Pap it pleaſe pour grace thereto2e, to appoint 
whom i ſhall loue: rather then by deniall J ſhauld bee appeache d 
of dilobetience, J reft content to loue, though it bee the onely 
thing J hate. 
Etta: hearing his Sonne fo flie karre krom the marke, be⸗ 
gan fo be ſomewhat chollericke, and therekoꝛe made him this 
anſwere.

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Egiſtus pauſing here a while, looking when his Sonne thouls 
make him anſwer ; and ſecing that he ſkood fill, as one in a 


trance he tooke him vp thus charpelp. 


VVeu (Doraftus) take heed, the Tree Alppa waſteth not 
with fire but withereth with dewe : that which loue 
nouriſheth not, periſheth with hate. Jt thou like Euphania, thou 
bꝛeedeſt my content; and in louing her, thou ſhalt haue my loue: 
otherwiſe: and with that hee flung from his Sonne in a rage, 
leauing him a ſfozrowfull man, in that he had by deniall diſplea⸗ 
ſed his Father: andhalfe angry with himlelke, that hee could 
not pceld to that paſſion, whereto both reaſon and his Father 
perſwaded him. But ſee how Foztune is plumed with Times 
Feathers, and how ſhee can miniſter ſtrange cauſes, to bꝛeede 

trance effects. | | 
It hapned not long after this, that there was a meeting ot all 
the Farmo2s daughters in Syciha, whether Fawnia was alſo 
bidden as the Miſtreſſe of the Feaſt: who hauing attired her 
ſelte in her beſt garments, went amongſt the reit af her compa: 
mons fo a merry meeting: there ſpending the dap in ſuch homes 
lp paſtime as Shepheards vle. As the Euening grew on, and 
their ſpoꝛt ceaſed, each tak ng their leaue of other: Fawnia de⸗ 
li ing one of her companions to beare her company, went home 
by the Flocke, to fce it they were well fowlded. And as they re⸗ 
turned, it fo2tuncd that Doraſtus ( whe all that day had beene 
bawking, and killed ſtoꝛe of game) incountred by the way theſe 
d maides; fraring thit with Actec! he had ſeene Diana: foz 
hee thought ſich erqueſtte pecfeaion could net be found in anp 
moꝛtall creature. Is this he ſtaad in a maze, one of his Pages 
told hun that the maid with the garland on her head, was Faye 
145, that faire ſhcpheardeiic , whoſe beauty was ſo much talked 
of in the Vo aut 12ers bifirons to ſee ik nature had adoꝛned 
her mind wth any inna qualities, as ſhe had decked her body 
with citward force, began to queſcion with her whole daugh⸗ 
ter Me was, ol what age, and how thee had beene trapned vp 
tho anſtucrer him with ſuch modeſt ceuerence and ſharpneſſe 
of wit, that Cocaſtus thought her outward beautp was but a 
| counterkeit 
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comterfeit to darken her mward qualifies : wond2ing how fo 
court ip bchamour could be found in fo ſimple a Cottage; and 
curſing Foztime, that had ſhaddowed wit and beautp with ſuch 
Hard Foztune. As thus he held her a long time with chat, beau» 
kie leeing him at diſcouert, thought not to looſe the vantage, but 
ſtrurke him ſs deepely with an inuenomed ſhalte, as he whallp 
loſt his liberty, and became a Slate fo Loue, which bcfoge con» 
temmed lane, glad now to gaze vpan a poozc Hepheardelle, who 
befoze refuſed the ocker of a rich Pꝛinceſſe. Foz the perfection 
of Fawnia had ſo fired his fancie, as he felt his minde greatly 
changed, and his affection altered; curſing Lone, that had 
wꝛought ſuch a change, and blameing the baſeneſle ok his minde, 
Chat would make ſuch a chopce. But thinking theſe were but 
paſlionate topes that might be thꝛuſt out at plealurc: to auoyd 
the Sp2en that inchanted him, he ſpucs his Hozſe, and bad his 
tre Shepheardeſſ- farewell, 

EFawala (who all this while had marked the Paincelp geſture 
gf Doraſtus) ſeeing his Faceſo well featured, and cach limb ſo 
perfcaly framed. began greatly to pꝛaiſe his perfection, coms 
mending him ſo long, fill ſhee found her ſclte faulty: and percci⸗ 
ued that il ſhe waded but a little further, He might Arp ouer the 
chooes. She therekoze ſeeking to quench that fire which neuer 


was put out, went home, and faunng her feite not well at caſe, 


got her to bed: where caſting a thouſand thoughts in her head, 
ce could take no reſt; foz ił ſhe had wald, her began to call 
to mind his beautte: and thinking to beguile ſuch thoughes with 
fleepe, ſhe then d2camed ok his perfection. Peſtered with theſe 
baacquainted paſſions, the paſſed the night as the: cauld in ſhozt 
ſlumbers. 

Doraitus (who all this while rode with a Flea in his eare) 
£0i1d not by anp mcanes fozact the tweete kauaur of k awnia, 
but reſted ſa bewitched with her witt and beauty, as hee could 
take no re. He Feit kancie to giuc the aſſaiiit, and his woun⸗ 
ded mind zeadpto peeld as vanqinſhed: pet hee began with di⸗ 
ders conſiderations to ſuppꝛelle his tranticke aftection, calling 
to nana, that t awvnia was a Shephrardelle, one not worth ) fo 
he looked at oł a Pꝛʒince, much lee to be loued of ſuch a 32 oten⸗ 
tate:thinking what a dilcredit it were to himſelfe, and What a 


grieke 


dis owne folly, that ſhouid be ſo fond, as but once to caſt a glance 
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gricfe it would be to his Father: blaming foꝛtune, and artnung 


at ſuch a Country ſlut. And as thus he was raging againſt him⸗ 
ſelfe, L oue (fearing it ſhee dallyed long, to lole her Champion) 
ftept moꝛe nigh, and gaue him ſuch a freſh wound, as it pierſt 
hiꝛu at the heart, that he was faine to peeld maugre bis face, and 
to fozſake the companp , and get him to his Chamber, where 
deing ſolemnly ſct, he burſt into theſe paſſionafe termes. 


M Doraſtus, art thou alone? No , not alone, while thou 
art tyꝛed with thele vnacquainted palliong. Peeld to fancy 
thou canſt not by thy Fathers counſell: but in a frenzie thou 
art, by juſt deſtinies. Thy father were content, if thou couldeſt 
loue: and thou therekoꝛze diſcontent, becauſe thou doſt loue. O 
diuine Loue, feare of men, becaule honoured of gods: not to 
be ſuppzclled by wiſedome, becauſe not to be compzehended bp 
reaſon: without law, and therekoze aboue law. 

How then Doraſtus * why doſt thou blaze that with pzaifcs 
which thou haſt cauſe to blaſpheme with curſes > Pet whp 
ſhould they curſe loue, whichare in loue:

thoughts cannot be vttered without ſhame, noz thp affegtons 
without dilcredit.

Shameſt not thou, Doraſtus, to name one bnfit fo2 thy birth. 
thy Oignities, thy Kingdomes? Die, D. raſtus, Doraſtus, die. 
yzetter haddeſt thou periſh with high deſires, than liue in baſe 
thoughts. Pea, but beauty mull be obeyed, becauſe it is beauty: 
pet framed of the gods to feed the eye, not to fetter the heart. 

Ah, but he that ſtriueth againſt loue, ſhooteth with them of 
Scyrum againſt the Wind , and with the Cockatrice pecketh 
againſt the Steele. J will therefoze obey , becauſe J muſt obey, 
Fawn? pea Fawnia thall be my Foztune, in ſpight of fo2tune. 
The gods aboue dildaine not to loue Women beneath. Pho 
bus liked Daphne; Tupiter , lo: and whp not J then Fawnia? 
one ſomething inferiour to theſe in birth, but karre wpertour te

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Ah, Doraſtus, wilt thou kozget thy ſelfe, as fo ſaffer affection 
fo ſuppꝛeſle wiſdome , and love violate thine honaur » How 
ze will thy choice be fo thy Father, ſozrowfull to thy Sub: 
jets, to thy friends a griefs, molt gladſomce to thy foes : Sub⸗ 
due then tho afection , and ceaſe ts loue her whom thou coul- 
deſt not loue, vnlefſe blinded with tos much loue.

ing it were frenzp(not fancy / to couet that which the very deſte⸗ 
nies denp her to obtaine. 

ut Doraſtus was mo2e impatient in his paſlions: foz loue 
ſo ficrcely aſlailed him, that neither company , noz Mulicke 


could mittigate his Martyꝛedome: but did rather tar the moꝛe 


increaſe his ꝓaladie. Shame would not let him craue counſell 
in this caſe : noz feareofhis Fathers diſpleaſure, reueale it fo 
any ſecret fiiend: but hee was faine fo make a Secretarie of 
himſelfe , and to pat ticipate his thoughts with his owne trou⸗ 
bled mind. Kingring thus a while in doubtlull ſulpence, at laſt 
ſtealing ſecretly from the Court, without either men o2 Page, 
hee went to ſee if her could efpte Fawn ia walking abꝛoad in the 
Field. Wit, as one having a great deale moꝛe skill to retriue 
the artridge with the Spaniels, then fo Hunt after luch a 
ſcrange pꝛey, he ſought, but was little the better. TUHhich crofſe 
lucke dꝛaue him into a great choller, that he began both fo acciile 
Love and Foztune, But as hee was readp fo retpꝛe, he law 
bau maſitting all alene vnder the ſive of an Bill, making a 
Garland of ſuch homelp flowers as the Fieldes did aſfoo2d, 
This ſight fa reuiued his ſpirtrs, that he dz2ew nigh, with mozs 
judgement to make a view ol her ſinguler perfention: which hee 
found fo be ſuch, as in that Countrey attyze thee ſtapned all the 
Courtly Dames of Syciliz, While thus he {tood gazing with 


piercing lookes on her ſurpalling beauty, Fav ma call her eye 
E altde 
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Allde, and eſpyed Doraſtus. Whichſudden ſight made the pooze 
Girle fo bluſh, and fo dye her chꝛyſtall cheeks with the Uermil⸗ 
lion red: which gaue her ſuch a grace, as ſhe ſeemed karre moze 
beaufifull ; and with that ſhe roſe vp, ſfalufing the Pzince with 
ſuch modeſt courteſies, as hee wond>ed how a Conntry mapd 
conld affoozd ſuch homelp behauiour. Doraſtus repaying her 
cour teſie with a lmiling countenance, began to parle with her 
on this manner. 


Fan mapd (quoth he) either pour want is great, oz a Shep⸗ 

heards like is very ſweet, that pour delight is in ſuch country 
labours. cannot conceiue what pleaſures pou ſhould take, bn- 
{elle you meane to pmitate the Apmphs, being pour ſeife lo like 
a Nymph. To put me out of this doubt, ſhew me what is to bee 
commended in a Shepheards life, and what pleaſures pou haue 
to counteruaple theſe d2udging labours, wma, with bluſhing 
face, made him this anſwer, 


"Jr, what richer Tate then content⸗oꝛ what lweeter life then 
quiet: Wee Shepheards are not bozne to honour, noz bchol- 
ding bnfo beaufp : the leſſe care wee haue to feare fame oz foz- 
tune. Wee count our attpꝛe bzaue enough, 1f warme enough 
and our food dayntp, if to ſuffice Nature: our greateſt enemy is 
the Molke: our onelp care in fafe keeping our flocke: in ſtead 
ofcourtly Ditties, wee ſpend the dayes with country Songs: 
our amo2ous conceits are homely thoughts, delighting as much 
fo talke of Pan and his country pzankes, as Ladyes to fell of 
Venus and her wanton topes. Dur toilets in ſhifting our folds 
and looking fo the Lambes, eaſie labours : of ſifting and telling 
tales; homely pleaſures: our greateſt wealth, not to couet: our 
honour, not to climbe: our quiet, not to care. Enuy looketh not 
ſo low as Shepheards: Syepheards gaze not ſo high as ambiti⸗ 
on: we are rich, in that we are pooꝛe with content: and pꝛoud 
onelp in this, that we haue no cauſe to be pꝛoud. 


Bis witty anſwer of Fawnia, ſo inflamed. Do: 37: „, fancy, 
that he commending himlelfe foꝛ making ſo gavo a chopce: 
thinking, ik her birth were anſwerable to her wit and Beauty, 
| that 
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that ſhee were a fitt Pate fo2 the moſt famous P2ince in the 
world. Mee therefoze began fo ſift her moze narrowly on this 


Männer, 


Awnmra, I ſee thouart content with country labours, becauſe 

thou knoweft not TCourtly pleaſures: J commend thy wit, 

and vitty thy want. But wilt thou leaue thy fathers Cottage, 
aud feruc a 4 miſtreſſe: 

Dir (quoth ſhe ) beggers ought not to ſtriue againſt foztume, 
noꝛ fo gaze againſt honoz; leaſt either their fall bee greater, oz 

thep become blind. Jam bone fo toyle fo2 the Court, not in the 
Court: my nature vnfit fo2 their nature: better line in meane 
degree, then in high diſdapne, 

Mell ſapd, Fawinio (quoth Doraſtus) J gelle at thy thaughts 
thou art in loue with ſome Country ſhepheard. 

No ſir (quoth ſhe) ſhepheards — that are ſo ſimple 
and mapds map not loue, that are ſo poung. 

Nap therefoze quoth Doraſtus) mapds mult lone becauſe 
they are vong: foz Cupid ts a child, and Venus, though old, is 
papntcd with freſh colours. 

J grant (ſapdſhe) age may be papnted with new ſhadowes, 
and pouth map haue imperfect affections : but, what Art con- 
cealeth in one, ignoꝛance reuealeth in another. Dor aſtus ſeeing 
Fawma hold him ſo hard, thought it was vaypne lo long to beate 
about the buth : thcrefoze hee thought to haue giuen her a freſh 
charge ; buf hee was ſo pzeuented by certaineofhis men, who 
milling their maſter, came poſting to ſeeke him, ſeeing that hee 
was gone fozthall alone: yet befoze they dzew ſo nigh, that they 
might hearc their talke, he vſed theſe ſpeeches.

cies as began to trouble her bzaine. But all this could not pꝛe⸗ 
uails ; foz the beanty of Do raſtus had made ſuch a deepe impacl- 
ſion in her heart, as it could not be wozne out without cracking 
fo that ſhe was fapne to blame her owne kolly in this wiſe, 


Y Fawoia, why doſt thou gaze againſt the Sunne, o2 catch 
Hb at the wind Sfarres are fo be looked at with the epe, 
not ics not with the hand: thoughts arc to bee meaſured by 


fozfuncs, not by deſtres : fals comes not by ſifting low, but by 
climing foo high. UW hat then, ſhall all fearc to fail, becauſc ſome 
hav fo fall - No, lucke commeth by Lot, and Fo2fune windeth 
thoſe © Thꝛeads which the Deſtenies pin. Thou art fauoured, 

Fawnia, ot a Pꝛince, and pet thou art ſo kond to reject deſired 
fauours. Zhou haſt deniall at thy tongues end, and deſtre at thy 
hearts bottome. A Womans kault, to ſpurne at that with her 
foof, which ſhe arcedily catcheth at with her hand. Thea louoſl 
Doraſtus, Fauenia; and pet ſeemeſt fo lowze. Take heed, it he 
retire, thou wilt repent: toꝛ vnleſſe he loue, * canſt but dy, 
Dpe then, Fawnia:foz Der ſti s doth but jeſt. The Lyon neuer 
pꝛepeth on the Mouſe : noz doe Fawicons * to dead ſtales 
Sit downe then in this loꝛr ow: ceaſc to loue, and content thy 
ſelte, that Doraſtus will vouchlale to flatter Pau nia, though not 
fo fancy Pama. Deigh hor: Ah foo'r, it were ſeemlier foz 
thee fo whiſtle as a Shecpheard, then to ſigh as a Leuer: and 
with that thee ceaſed from theſe perplered paſſions, folding her 
Sheep, and hying home fo her pooꝛe Cottage. Bt t ſuch was the 
vnconſtant ſozzow of Doraſtus fo thinae on the wit ano beauty

hee feared in himſelfe a further inconnenience. His Honour 
wilhed him to ceaſe from ſuch folly : but lone fozced him moꝛe 
to follow fancy: pea, and in deſpight of Honour, Loue won the 
conqueſt, fo that his hot deſres cauſed him fo find new deuices. 
Foz her pꝛeſently made himſclfe a Sheepheards Coate, that hee 
might goe vnknowne, and with leffe ſuſpition, to pꝛattle with 
Fawnia 2: and conuepedit ſecretly into a thicke Groue, hard ad- 
jopning to the Palace: whither, finding fit time and oppoꝛtu⸗ 
nity, he went all alone, and putting off his Pꝛincelp Apparell, 
got on thoſe Shepheards Robes, and taking a great Hocke in 
his hand (which hee alſo had gotten) hee went verp anciently 
fo find out the Miſtreſſe of his Affection. But as hee went by 
the way, ſeeing himſclfe clad in ſuch vnſeemelp Rags, he began 
to ſmile at his owne kollp, and to repzoue his kondneſſe in theſe

VVCIl fapd, Doraſtue, thou keepeſt a good decozum: baſe 
Deſires, and homely Attires: thy thought are fit foz 
none but a Shepheard, and thy Apparell lach onelp as becomes 
a Shepheard. A ſtrange change: from a Pzince fo a Peaſant, 
TW hat, is it thy wꝛetched foztune, oz thy wilfnil follp - Isit thy 
curſed Deſkenics, oz thy crooked deſires that appopnf thee this 
penance -* Ah, Doraſtus, thou canſt but lone, and vniee thou 
loue, thou art like fo periſh fo2 iouc. Pet, fond Foole, chaſe 
Flowzcs, not Wieedes : Diamonds, not Pebbles: Ladies 
which may honour thee, not Shepheards, which may diſgrace 
thee. Venus is papnted in Silkes not, in Rags, and Cupid 
treadeth on Dildapne when he reacheth at Dignity. And pet 
Doraſtus, ſhame not at thy Shepheards Weed : the heauenlp 
gods haue ſometime earthly thoughts: Nepiu:: , became a Kam 
jupiter, a Full; Avoilo, a Dheephcard : they gods, and pet in 
loue : and thou a man appoynted fo loue, 
Peuiſing thus with himlelfe, hee dzew nigh to the Place

ſenſes : J loue Fawnia, and therefoze what loue liketh, 3 can⸗ 
notmiſlike. Fawnia thouhaſt pꝛomiſed to loue, and F hope thoiz 
wilt perfozme no lefſe.  J| haue fulfilled thy requeſt, and now 
thou canſt not but grant my deſire. Thou wert content to lone 
Doraſtus when he ceaſt to be a Pꝛince, «4 became a Shephcard - 
and ſee, J haue made a change, and theretoꝛe not to mille of my 
chopce. 


Ruth, quoth Fawnia ; But all that weare Cowles, are not 

Monkes. Papnted Eagles are pictures, not Eagles: Zeu- 
xis Grapes were like Grapes, pet ſhaddowes: rich cloathing 
make not Pzinces : noꝛ homelp attyze Beggers: Sbecpheards 
are not called ſhepheards, becauſe they weare hooks and Bags, 
but they are boꝛne pooze, and liue to keepe ſheepe: ſo this attyꝛe 
hath not made Doraſtus a Shepheard, but to ſeeme like a Shep⸗ 


heard. 
V Ell, Fawnia, anſwered Doraſtus, were J a ſhepheard 
I could not but like thee; being a P2ince, J am fozced 
to loue thee. Take heed, Fawnia, bee not pꝛoud of Beauties 
papnting; koꝛ it is a flowze that fadeth in the bloſſome. Thoſe 
which dildapne in youth, are deſpiſed in age. Beauties ſha · 
dowes are trickt vp with times colours, which being ſet te dy 
in the Sunne, are ſtapned with the Sunne, ſcarce pleaſing the 
ſight: yet they begin not to be wozth the ſight: not much vnlike 
the Hearbe Ephymeton, which flouriſheth in the Bozning, 
and is withered befoze the Sun⸗ſetting.

death. Hauing thus plight their troth each to e. ſeeing they 
could not haue the full fruition of their loue in Sycilia, foz that 
Egiſtus conſent would neuer bee granted to ſo meane a match 
Doraſtus defermined, as ſoone as time and oppozfumity would 

giue him leaue, fo pꝛouide a great Haſſe of Money, and ma⸗ 


ny rich and coſtly Jewels, foz the eaſter carriage; and then 


fo tranſpoꝛt themſelues and their Treaſure into Italy, where 
they ſhould lead a contented life, vnfill ſuch time as either hee 
could be reconciled to his Father, oz elſe bp ſucceſſion come 
to the Lingdome, This dence was greatly pꝛaiſed of Faw- 
nia: foz ſhee feared, ifthe King his Father ſhould buf heare ol 
the contra; that his fury would bee ſuch, as no leſſe then death. 
ſhould ſtand fo2 payment. Shee therefoze told him, that delap 
bzed danger : that many miſhappes did fall out _— the 
up 
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Cup and Lip: and that fo a vopd danger, if were beſt with as 


much ſpeede as might bee, fo paſſe out of Sycilia, leaſt fogtune 
might pꝛeuent their Patience with ſom new deſpyight  Dora- 
tas „ whom loue pꝛicked fozward with deſire, pꝛomiſed to di⸗ 
ſpatch his affaires with as great haſte, as cither time 92 oppaz- 
tunity would giue him leaue: and lo reſting vppon this poynt 
alter many embꝛacings and lwert kiiſes , they departed. Dora 
tus, hauing taken his leaue, of his bolt cloucd t-awini, went 
to the Sroue where he had his rich agparell, and there vncaling 
himlelle as ſecretlpy as might be, hiding vv his Sheph-ards at: 
tyꝛe, till occaſion ſhould ſerue againe fo bſe it, hee went to the 
Palace, ſhe wing by his merry countenancc, that either the fate 
ok his body was amended, o2 the cauſe ot his minde greatly avs 
dꝛeſled. kawnia, pooꝛe Soule, was no leile japful:, that being a 
Shepheardelle, koztune hav kauoured her ſo, as to reward her 
with the loue of a Pzince: hoping in time to be aduanced from 
the Daughter of a pooze farmour, to bee Mile to a rich Bing. 
So that ſhe thought cuery houre a peere , till by their departure 
they might pꝛeuent daunger: not ccaling ſtill fo goc euerp day 
to her Sheepc : not ſo much koꝛ the care ot᷑ the flocke , as koꝛ the 
delice che bad to ſee her Louc and Loꝛzd, Doraſtus: who otfcn- 
times, ven oppo2tunity would ſerue, repaired thither to keede 
his fan: with the ſweet content of Fawn pꝛeſence. And 
althoug i 6ce neuer went to viſite her, but in theſe Shepheards 
Ragges, vet his off repapze made him not oncly ſuſpected, but 
kRnowne to divers of their Meighbours: who foz the good will 
they bare to old Porrus, told him lecretlp of the matter, wiſhing 
him fo keepe his Daughter at home, leſt ſhe went lo long to the 
field, that ſhe bzought him home a young Bonne. Foz they lea⸗ 
red that Fawnia being ſo beautifull, the poung Pꝛince would 
allure her to follp . Porrus was ſtricken in a dumpe at theſe 
newes, ſo that thanking his Neighbours foz their good will, he 
hyed him home to his wife: and calling her aſide, wzinging his 
hands, and ſheding fozth teares, hee bzake the matter to her in 
theſe termes. 


Am afraid, Wife, that my daughter Fawnia hath made her 
ſelte to inne, that the will bup Kepentance to deere. J haue 
Hewes 
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newes, which if they be true, ſome will with they had not pꝛo⸗ 
ueb true. It is told me by mp 'Ncighbours , that Doraitus the 
ings Sonne begins to looke at our Daughter Fawnia: which 
ifit beſo, J will not giue her a halfe-peny koz her honeſty at 
the vreres end. J tell thee, wife, now a dates beauty is a great 
kale to trap poung men, and faire wozds and ſweet pꝛomiſes are 
two great Enemies to Papdeng honcſty: and thou knoweſt, 
where pooze men intreat, and cannot obtaine, there Pꝛinces map 
command, and will obtaine. Though Bings Sonnes daunte in 
Nets they map not be ſeene: pet pc oꝛe mens faults are lpied at a 
little mole. Well, it is a hard care where kings lufts are lawes; 
and that they ſhould binde pooze men fo that which they them⸗ 
ſelues wilkullp bzcake. 

Peace, Dusband ( quoth his wife ) fake heed what wee ſap : 


 Speake no moze then pou ſhould „ leaſt you heare what pou 


would not. Great ſtreames are fo be — by lleight, not by 
koꝛce: and Pꝛinces fo bee perſwaded by ſubmiſſion , not by ri⸗ 
gour. Doe What pou can, but no mozc then pou map, leaſt in ſa- 
uing Fawonia's Mapden⸗ bead, you loſe your owne head. Take 
heed, I lap, it ts ill jeſting with edged fooles, and bad ſpozting 
with kings. The Wolfe had his skin pulled ouer his eares, foz 
but lookinginto the Lyons den, 
Tuch, wife (quoth he) thouſpeakeft like a Foole: Jfthe king 
_ know that Doraitus — gotten our Daughter with child 
(as J keare it will fall out little better) the Kings furp would 
be ſuch , as no doubt we ſhould bothloſe dur goods and lines nes 
ceſlity therekoze bath no Law, and 3 will pꝛeuent this miſchiele 
with a new deuice that is come into my head, which ſhall neither 
offend the King, noz difpleaſe Doraſtus. J meane to take the 
chaine 4 the Jewels that J found with Fawnia, and carry them 
fo the Ring; letting him then to vnderſtand, how ſhe is none of 
my daughter, but that J found her beaten vp with the water a⸗ 
lone in a little Boat, wꝛapped in a rich mantle, wherin was in- 
cloſed this Treaſure.

J him 
his Holy⸗dap⸗Hoſe, and his beſt Jacket, that h be might gee line 
an hone t ſubſtantiall man to tell his Tale. bis Wir 1 good 
cleanly wench, bꝛought him all things fit, and ſpunged him! vp 
very hanſomely , gtuing hem a C hapro and the Jewels in a 
little box: which Por rus fox the moze ſatety put in his belome, 

Zauing thus his Trinkets in a readyncae, taking his Staffe 
in his hand, her bade hie Mile kille him foz good luck , and ſo

he went towards the Palace. But as he was going, Foꝛtune 
(who meant fo ſhew him a little faife play) pꝛeuented his pur⸗

He met by chance in his wap Capnio, who frudging as kalt 
as he could, with a little Coffer vader his arme to the ſhip, and 
wing Porrus, whom hee knew fo bee Fawniaes Father going 
towards the Palace: being awphe fellow, began to doubt the 
ozſt, and therefoze troſt him the wap and asked him whither 
he Was going lo early in the mozning. 

Porris (who knew by his face that he was one of the Court) 
mcaning ſimply, told him that the kings ſonne Doraſtus dealt 
hardly with him: fo2 hee had but one daughter, who Was a little 
beautiful, and that his Peighbours told him, the pong Pꝛince 
had allured her to kolly: hee went theretoze now to complayne 
to the king how greatly he was abuled. 

C ar-110 (who ſtraight wap knew the whole matter) began 
to ſooth him in his talke, and ſapd, that Doraſtus dealt not like 
a Vince, to ſpople any pooze mans Daughter in that ſoꝛt: hee 
therekoꝛe would doe the beſt foz him he could, becauſe hee knew 
hee was an honeſt man. But (quoth Capnio) pon looſe pour la⸗ 
bour in going to the Palace: koꝛ the king meanes this dap to 
take the ayꝛe ofthe Sea, and to goe abooꝛd ofa Ship that lies in 
the Hauen: J am going befoze, pou ſee, to pꝛouide all things in 
a readineſſe: and ik pou will follow my counſell, turne backe 
with mee to the Hauen, where J will ſet pou in ſuch a fit place 
as pou may ſpealte to the king at pour pleaſure. Porrus giuing 
credit to Capnioe's ſmooth tales, gaue him a thouſand thanks ſoz 
his kriendly aduice, and went with him to the Hauen, making 
all the way his complapnt on Doraſtus; pet concealing ſecretly 
his chapne and the Jewels. As ſoone as they were come to the 
Sca-ſide, the Marriners leeing Capnio, came to land with their 
Cock⸗ boat: who ſtill diſſembling the matter, demanded ol Por- 
| | rus, ik hee would goe ſee the ſhippe : who willing, and tearing 
the woꝛſt, becauſe hee was not well acquapnted with Capnio, 
made his excule that he could not bꝛooke the Sea, and thereloze 
would not trouble him. 3 

Capnio, ſeeing that by fapꝛe meanes he could nat get him 
abooꝛd, commaunded the Marriners that by violence they ſhould 
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carryhimints the ſhip, who like Eurdp knaues hoiſted the pooze 

Shepheard on their backes, and bearing him to to the Boat lan 
ched from the Land. 

Porrus ſeeing himlelfe lo cunningly betraped, durſt not crp 
out, foz hee ſaw if would not pꝛeuaple: but began fo infreate 
Capnto, and the Marriners fo bee good fo him, and to pitty his 
eſtate, hee was but a pooze man that liued by his labour: they 
laughing fo ſee the Shepheard ſo affrapd, made as much haſt as 
they could fo ſet him aboozd. Porrus was no ſooner in the ſhip 
but hee ſaw Doraſtus walking with Faiwniz, pet he ſcarce knew 
her: fo2 ſhee had attyꝛed her lelfe in rich apparell, which ſo in⸗ 
creaſed her beauty, that ſhee reſembled rather an Angell, than 
A creature. 

Dor ſtaus and Fawnia, were halte aſtoniſhed to ice the Old 
Ohepheard; maruelling greatly what Mind had bzought him 
thither, fill Capnio told them all the whole diſcourſe ; how 
Porrus was going to make his complapnt to the Ring, if by pol- 
licy he had not pꝛeuented him; and thereiazc now ſithhe was a- 
boozd, fo2 the auopding of further danger, it were beſt fo carr p 
him into lcaly. 

Dorafl*s, pzaiſed greatly his mans deuice, and allowed cf his 
rounſaile: but Fawniz, (who ll feared Porrysas her Father) 
began to bluſh foz ſhame, that by her meanes hee ſhould either 
ncurre danger oz viſpleaſure. 

Tye Old Shepheard hearing this hard ſenfence : that hee 
thould on ſuch a dane be carricd krom his Mile, his country 
and kinskolke, into a kozreigne Wand among ſtrangers, began 
with bitter teares to make his complaint, and on his knees tc 
intreat Doraſtus, that pardoning his vnaduiſed follp, hee would 
giue him leaue to goe home : ſwearing that hee would keepe all 
things as ſecret as he could wiſh, But thele pꝛoteſtations could 
not pzeuayle, although Fawnia intreated Doraſtus very earneſt⸗ 
ly : buf the Parriyers hoiſted their maine ſailes, watghed An⸗ 
chozs, haled into the deepe: where wee leaue them fo the ſucco: 
of the Wind and Seas, and returne fo Egiſtus. 

V Yo hauing appopnted this day to Hunt in one of his 
Foz reſta, called foʒ his Sonne Doraſtus, to goe ſpozt 
himlelle, 
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himfelfe, becatiſe he ſaw that ot᷑ late he began to low2e +; but his 
men made anſwere , thathec was cone abzoad none knew whis 
ther, except hee were gone to the Groue to walke all alone, as 
his cuſtome was euerp dap. | 

The Ring willing fo waken him out of his dumpe , ſent one 
ok his men fo goe ſeeke him, but in vaine : fo2 at the laſt he re- 
turned, but find him he could not, fo that the King went him⸗ 
lelfe to goe ſee the ſpoꝛt: where palling away the dap, returning 
at night from hunting, he asked foꝛ his Son, but he could not be 
heard of, which dzaue the king into a great choller: where: 
upon moſt of his Noble⸗men and other Cour tiers poſted abzoad 
to ſecke him, but they could not heare of him though all Sicilia: 
onclp they miſſed Capnio his man, which againe made the king 
ſuſpect that hee was not gone karre. 

Two £2 Thece dapes being paſſed, and no nowes heard of 
Doraſtus, Egiſtus being fearctull that hee was devoured with 
ſame wild Beaſts, and vpon that made out a great Troupe of 
Men to goe leeke him: who coaſted though all the Countrey 
and ſearched in cuerp dangerous and ſecret Place , vntill at 
laſt fhep mct with a Fiſher-man, that was ſitting in a little 
coucrt , hard bp the Sca fide , mending his Nets, when Do- 
raſtus and Fawnia tooke ſhlpping : who being examined ik he ei⸗ 
ther knew oꝛ heard where the kings ſonne was, without any 
ſecreſie at all, reuealcd the whole matter, how hee was ſayled 
two dayes paſt, and had in his companp his man Capnio, Por- 
rus, and his faire daughter Fawnia. This heaup Pewes was 
pzclently carried to the Ling, who halle dead foz ſozrow, come 
maunded Porrus Uaife to bee ſent oz: hee being come fo the 
Palace, after due examination, confeſſed, that her neighbozs 
had oft fold her, that the kings Sonne was too familiar with 
Fawniaher Daughter: Wherevpon her YPugbandfearing the 
wozff, about two daies paſt, (hearing the king ſhould goe on 
Hunting) roſe early in the Pozning, and went to make his 
complaint, but ſince ſhee neither heard of him, noꝛ ſaw him. 
Egiſtus perteiuing the Womans vntapned ſimplicitg, let her 
depart without incurring further diſpleaſure, conteiuing ſuch 
ſecret grieke koꝛ his Sons w2etchieſſe follp, that he hadſo fozs 
gotten his Honour and * by ſo baſe a choice to _ 
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four his Father, and diſcredit himſelfe, that with very care and 
thought he fell into a quartaine Feuer: which was fo vnfif fo: 
his aged peares and complexion, that he became ſo weak, as the 
Phyſtcians would grant him no like, | 

Wut his Son Doraitus little regarded either Father, Com- 
trey oz Kingdoms, in refpec of his Lady Fawnia ; fo2 Foztime 
ſmiling on this young nouice, ſent him lo lucky a gale of TUind, 
foz the ſpace oi a day anda night, that the arriners lap # ſept 
vpon the haiches : but on the next moꝛning about the bꝛeake of 
the dap, the ayzc began to ouer-calf, tbe winds to riſe, the ſcas 
to ſwell: pea pꝛeſently there aroſe ſuch a fearefuil tempeſt, as 
the Ship was in danger to bee ſwallowed vp in euerp Sea; the 
maine maſt, with the violence ot the wind, was thꝛowne ouer⸗ 
boozd, the Sailes were tozne, the Tackling rended aſunder, the 
ffozme raging ſtili fo furtouſlp, that pooze Fawnia was almoſt 
dead koꝛ feare, but that che was greatly comfozfed with the pꝛe⸗ 
ſence of Doraſtus. The tempeſt continued thꝛee dapes, all which 
time, the arriners euery minute looked toz death, and the aire 
was ſo darkened with clouds, that the Maiſter could not tell by 
the compaſſe in what coaſt they were. But vpon the kourth dap 
about ten of the Tlocke, the Minde began to cealc, the Sea to 
ware calme, and the Sky to be cleere, and the marriners delcri⸗ 
ed the coaſt of 3ohemia, ſhooting off their Oꝛdinance foz jop 
that they had eſcaped ſuch a fearefull tempeſt. : 

Doraſtu* hearing that they were arriued at ſome Harbour, 
ſweetly kiſſed Fawnia, and bade her be ofgood cheere. Uhcn 
they told him that the Poꝛt belonged to the chicfe Cittp of Bo- 
hemia where Pandoſto kept his Court, Doraſtus began to bee 
fad; knowing that his Father hated no man ſo much as par- 
doſto, and that the king himlelfe had ſought ſecretly to betray 
Egiſtus: this conſidered, he was halle affrapd to goe on Land, 
but that Capnio Counſelled him fo change his Name and his 


Countrey, binfillſuch time as they could get ſome other Barke 
to tranſpoꝛt them into Italy. Doraſtus likeing this deuice, made 
his cale pꝛiup to the Marriners, rewarding them bountifully foz 
their papnes, and charging them to lap, that hee was a Gentle⸗ 
man of Trapolonia, called Meleagrus, The Shipmen willing to 
ſhew what friendlhip they could to Doraſtus, pꝛomiſed to bee as 
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fecretas they could, oꝛ he might with : and vpon this, they lan 
ded in a little Aillage a mile diifantirom the City: where, at⸗ 
ter they had reſted a dap, thinking to make P2owſion foz their 
marriage, the lame of rams beauty was ſpꝛed thzoughout all 
the City, fo that it came to the care of Pandoito; who then bes 
ing about the age of Fiftp, had notwithſtanding poung and freſh 
affections: ſo that he deſired greatly to ſee Fawnia; and to bꝛing 
this matter the better to paiſe , hearing they had but one Man, 
and how ther reſted af a very homelp houſe hee cauſed them to 
bee appꝛehended as Spies, and ſent Twelue ol his Guard to 
take them, who being come to their Lodging, told them the 
uings meſſage. Dora tus no whit diſmayed, accompanied with 
Fawnia and Capnio, went to the Court ( fo2 thep left Porrus fo 
kcepe the Stuffe ) who being admitted fo the Kings pzeſence, 
Doraſtus and Fawnia with humble obeylance ſaluted his Ma⸗ 
jeſtp. | 3 
; Pand: ſto amazed af the ſingular per kection of Fawnia, ſtood 
halke aſtoniſhed, viewing her beautp, to that hee almoſt fozgof 
himſcifc what he had fo do: at laſt, with ſterne countenance hee 
de maunded their names, and of what countrey they were, and 
what cauſ:> them to land in Bohemia? Sir (guoth Doraſtus) 
know that my name is Nieleagrus, a knight, bozne and bzought 
by in 1 1ap«oionia, and this Sentle woman, whom J meane fo 
take to my wile, is an Italian bozne in Padua, from whence 3 
haue now bꝛought her. The caulc 7 haue ſo ſmall a traine with 
me, is, io2 that her friends unwilling to conſent, J entended ſe- 
eretly to conuep her into Trapolonia, whither J was ſapling, 
and by diſtrelle of Uieathcr : J was dꝛiuen into thele Coaſts. 
Thus hauc you heard my name, mp Countrp, and the cauſe of 
my bopage, Pandoſte ffarting from his Scat, as one in challer., 


made this rough reply. 


M Elcagrus, J feare, this lmooth tale hath but ſmall truth, 


and that thou couereſi a foule skin with faire paintings. 
No doubt, this Lady, by her grace an? beauty, is of higher de⸗ 
aree, mo2e me. t foz a mighty Þ2ince, then foz a ſimple kniaht: 
and thou like a verjured Zraptoz hath beceft her ok her parents 


to their pzefent aricfe, and her enftung ſozrow. Till therefoge 
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I heare mozc other Parentage, and of her calung, J will ſtay 
pon both heere in Bobemia. 

Eorattus, in whom reſted nothing but Kingly valour , was 
not able to ſuffer the repzoaches of Vandoito . but that hee made 
dim this anſwcre. 


E is not mect koꝛ a king, without duc pꝛooke, to appeach a- 

ny man of ill behauiour, noꝛ bpon ſuſpition to inferre beliete 
Strangers ought to be entertained with conrteite, nat to be en⸗ 
treated with cruelty: leſt being koꝛced by want fo put bp inju⸗ 
ies, the gods revenge their cauſe with rigour. 

Pandotto hearing Doraſtus vtfcr theſe wozds, commaunded 
that hee ſhould ſrraight be committed to pꝛiſon, vnfill ſich time 
as they heard further of his pleaſure: but as foꝛ Fawma, hee 
charged that thee ſhould be entertained in the Court, with ſuch 
conrteſte as belonged to a ſtraunger and her calling: the reſt of 
the ſhi pmen put in the Dungeon. 

Mauing thus fo hardlp handled the ſuppoſed Trapolonians, 
Pandoſto, contrary to his aged peares , began to bee ſomewhat 
tickled with the beauty of Fa wia, inſomuch that hee could take 


ns reſt, but caſt into his old head a thouſand new deuices: at laſt 


he fell into theſc thoughts. 


Ob art thou deſired (Pandoſto) with freth affections , and 

vnſit fancies, wiſhing to poſſeſſe with an vnwilling minde, 
and a hote deſire troubled with a cold diſdaine - Shall thy minde 
peeldin age, to that thou haſt reſiſted in pouth? Peace Pandoſto 
blabnot out that which thou maiſt be aſhamed to reueale to thy 
ſelfe. Ah, tawnia is beautifull , and it is not foꝛ thune Honour 
{fondfoole) to name her that is thy Captiue, and another mans 
Concubine. Alas, I reach at that with my hand, which my hear. 
would faine refuſe : plaping like the bird Ibis in Ægypt, which 
hateth Serpents, vet feedeth on their Egges. 

Zulh, hot deſires turne oftentimes to cold diſdaine : Loue is 
brittle, where appetite , not reaſon beares the ſwap : Lungs 
thoughts ought not to climbe ſo bigh as the Heauens, but to 
looke no lower then honour : better it is fo pecke ai the Stars 
with the poung Eagles, then to pzep on dead Carcaſſes _ 
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the Eulfnre : if is moꝛe honourable fo2 Pandoſto fo dpe by con⸗ 
cealing Loue, then to enjop ſuch vnũt Love. Doth Pandoſto 
then Loue: Yea, Whom : A mapd bnknowne, pea, and per- 
haps immodefk, ſtragled out sf her owne Country: beautiful, 
vut not therefozr chaſte: comelp in body, buf perhaps crooked 
in mind. Ceale then, Pandoſto, to looke at fauna, much leſſe fo 
loue her: bee not auertaken with a Momans beautp, whoſe eies 
are framed by Art fo enamour: whole heart is framed bp na- 
fure fo inchant : whole k. alle teares know their due time, and 
whoſe lweete woꝛzds picrce deeper then ſharps ſwozds. Here 
ceaſt Pandoſto from his falke, but not from his loue: fog al- 
though he ſought by reaſon and wildome to ſuppꝛelle this kran⸗ 
ticke affection, pet he could take no reſt, the beauty of Fau nia 
had made ſuch a deepe impzeſſton in his heart. But on a dap 
walking abꝛoad into a Barke, which was hard adjopning to his 
ioule, he lent by one ok his ſernants foz Fawnia, onto whom 
he bttered thele wozds. 


* Wnia, J commend thp Beautp and wit, and now pitty thy 
diſtreſſe and want: but ik thou wilt fozſake Sir Melcagrus 
(whole pouer ty, though a Knight, is not able to maintaine an

which Pan doſto ſeeing, hee let her alone foz that time fo conſider

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moꝛe of the demaund. Fawynia being alone by yer ivite , began 
fo fall into theſe ſolrfkary meditations.

A to ſtriue aboue gods and foꝛtune. Tho gazeth at the Sun,

Ahlwoct Doraſtus thou art a jUNCe, 
but now a pꝛiſoner, by too much loue, pꝛocuring thine own lolle; 
haddeſt thou not loved aw nia, than hadſt been fo: tunafc, Shall 
then bee falſc to him that hafhfozſaken Bingdomes foz mp 
cauſe - No, would my death might deliuer him, lo mine hanour 
might bee p2 eſerued. T1 that, tetching a deepe ſigh, ſhe cealed 
from her complaints, and went againe to the Palace, enjopning 
a liberty without content, and pꝛoftered pleaſure with mall joy, 
But pooꝛe Doraſtus lav all this while in cloſe pꝛiſon, being pin 
ched with a hard reſtraint, and pained with the burthen ok cold a 
heaup Pꝛons, fozrowed ſometimes that his fond affection had 
P20cured him this miſhappe , that by the diſobedience of his Pa 
rents, he had wꝛought his owne deſpight: another while curſing 
the gods and Foztune, that they would crofle him with ſiniſter 
chaunce, vttering at laſt his paſitons, with theſe wozds.

Egiſtus will without mercy, and thereloꝛe hee pꝛelentlyſent fo2 
Deraitus gut of pʒiſon: who marueling at his vnlooked fo2 cour⸗ 

eſte, koumd at his comming to the Rings pꝛeſence, that which he 
jcaſt doubted of, his Fathers Embaſſadours: who no ſooner 
ſaw him, but with great reverence thep honourod him, and Pan⸗ 
goſte embꝛacing Doraſtus, let him by him very louingly in a 
chapze of ſtate. Doraſtus aſhamed that his follp was bewꝛap⸗ 
ed, late a long time as one in a mage, till Pandoſto fold him the 
ſum of his Fathers Embaſſage: which he ad no fooner heard 
but he was touched to the quick koꝛ the cruell ſentence that was 
pronounced againſt rawnia; but neither could his ſozrow noz 
perſwaſions pꝛeualle: fo2 Pandoſte commanded that Fan nia, 
Porrus, and Capnio, fhouid bee bꝛought fo his pꝛeſence: who 
Were no ſooner come, buf Pandoſto hauing his foꝛmer lone tur 
ned into dildainckull Hate, beegan te rage agianſt Fawia in 
thele teres: 


Heu diſdapnciuit vaſtall, thou curriſh kite, alligned by the 
Deſtimes to baſe Foztune, and pet with an aſpiring mind 
ga ʒing akter honour : how durſt thou pꝛeſume, being a beoger, 
ta match witha Peincc - by thy allucing lookes to inchaunt 
the Sonne v4 Ping, to leaue his owe Countep, to fulfill thy 
difo2dinatc luſts: O drlpightkall mind: A pꝛoud heart in a 
begger, is not vnlike a gecat fire in a mall cattage, which war- 
meth not the houſe, but burneth eit: allure thy ſeife thou ſhalt 
dye: and thou old doting koole, What kollp hath beenc (ach, as 
to ſuffer thy daughter to reach aboue thy Foztune : looke foz 
no other meede, but the like puniſhment. But apnio thon 
which haſt betraped the king, and haſt conſented to the bnlaw- 
full luſt ot tp L622 and Maſter, J know not how jultly J may 
plaguc thee ; Orath is too eaſte à pumihment oz thy * 
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and to line, (if not inextreame miſery} were not fo ſhew thee e⸗ 
quutp, I therekoze award, that thou ſhalt haue thine eyes put 
aut , and continually till thou dieſt, grinde in a ill like a bꝛute 
beaſt. The keare of death bzought a ſoꝛrowfull ſtlence vpon 
Fawn13, and Capnio: but Porrus ſeeing no hope oflife , buzſt 
02th in theſe ſpeeches. 


Andoſto, and ye noble ©mbaſſadonrs of Sicilia, ſceing with⸗ 
A out cauſe J am condemned to die. J am pet glad { hair op- 
poztunitp to disburden my conſcience betoze my death: J will 
fell pou as much as 3 know, and pet no moze then is true, wher⸗ 
as J am accuſed that haue beenc a ſuppoꝛter of Fawrin's pꝛide 
and ſhce dildained as a vile beggar ; lo it is, that J am neither 
Father vnto her, no2 ſhe Daughter vnto me. 

Fo: it ſo happened, that J being a pooꝛe ſhephcard in Syctlia, 
lung by keeping other mens flocks , one of my ſheepe ſtrapixg 
downe fo the Sea⸗ſide, as J went fo lecke her, 7 ſaw a littis 
Boat dziuen vppon the ſhoze , wherein J found a Babe affire 
dapes old, w2apped in a Mantle of Scarlet, hauing about the 
necke this chaine: J piftping the Child, and deſtrous ot the 
Treaſure,carricd it home to my wife, who with great care nur- 
ſed it vp, and letit to keepe Sheepe. Heere is the Chaine and 
Jewels, and this Fawnia is the child whom found in the Boat; 
what the is, oꝛ of what Parentaac, I know not: bit this am 
aſſured, that ſhe is none of mine. 

Pandoſto would ſcarce ſuffer him to tell out his tale, but 
that he required the time of the peare, the manner of the Boat, 
and other circumſtances: which when he found agreeing to hs 
count, ſodainely he lept from his ſeat, and kiſſed 1awnia, wet- 
ting her tender cheekes with hes teates, and crping, Hy daugh⸗ 
ter Fawnia, ah mp [weet Fauna, Jam thy father, awnia! this 
ſudden paiſton of the King dꝛaue them ail into a maze, eſpecially 
Fawnmats Do raſtus. But when the Bing had b2cathoa himſelte 
a4 while in this new jop, he rchearſed befoz2e the Embaſladours 
the whole matter, and How he had entreated his Uito Beilaria 
foz Jealovftc, and that this was the Child whom ho ſont to float 
in the Seas. 

Fawnia was not nioze jopkull that Shee had found duch a 

Häther 
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Father, then Doraſtus was glad he ſhould act ſuch a wile. The 
mos fadozs rejoveed that their young Pꝛince had made uch a 
chopte: That thoſe kingdomces which thor nh enmity had long 
4; N been diſſeuered, ſhowla tow though perpetuall amity be b⸗ 
ted and reconciled, The Citizens and subjects of Bohemia 
(hearing that the Lima had found agalne bis Daughter which 
Was ſuppoled dead, isytull that there was an heire apparant to 
£32 zingdome) made Bone fires andſhewes thzoughout ail the 
Sitp. The Courtiers aus knights appoynted $uſts and Turs 
nepcg, to ſtgniſie their willi ing minds in gratikying the kings hap, 

Siohteoene dapes being patk in thele ; zincelp ſpozts, Pando- 
De willing to recompence old Porrus, ofa Shepheard made him 
a L:Nighf : which done, p2omding a luſticteut Nauy fo receiue 
um and his refimic , accompanied with Doraſtus and Fawnia, 

ind the Scilla Gmbaſſadercs, he ſailed towards Sicilia, where 
be was mall vince!) entertained by Eviltus: who hearing this 
Comcallenent, reiopced greatly at his Sonnes good hap , and 


without delay (to the perpetuall jop ofthe two young Louers) 


celebzated the mar rage. TWUhich was no ſooner ended, but Pan- 
daſto (calling fo mind how he firſt betraped his friend Egiſtus, 
Ws n his tealouſi was the cauſe of Bellaria's death, that contra- 

lo the Law ofnature, he had luſted alter his owne daughter) 
mol ed with thele d elperate thoughts, hee lell in a melanchollp 
at, and to cloſe vpfhe Tomedp with a tragicall ſtratagem, he 
ew himſelle: whoſe death being many dates bewapled of Faw-= 

ia, Doxaſtus, and his deare friend Egiſtus, Doraſtus fa- 

king leave ok his Father, went with his wife and the 
dead Corps into Bobemia: whereafter it was 
ſmptuouſty intombed , DenAs TVs 
ended his dapes in conten⸗ 
| ted quiet,
